A Call  To  Assemble 

United  Methodist  Women  from 
across  the  United  States  will  assemble 
in  Louisville,  Ky.  April  27-30,  1978, 
with  the  promise  of  becoming  ‘‘A  New 
People  for  a New  Age.” 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  Assembly 
is  . . to  bring  together  members  of 
United  Methodist  Women  from  all 
areas  of  church  and  society;  to  con- 
front them  with  areas  of  critical  need 
and  concern;  to  challenge  them  to 
responsible  action;  and  to  help  achieve 
a sense  of  unity  in  worship  and  in 
mission  ...” 

It  is  with  this  purpose  in  mind  that 
Louisiana  United  Methodist  Women 
prepare  to  attend  this  all-important 
quadrennial  meeting.  A record  number 
from  our  Conference  will  take  part, 
and  it  is  planned  that  three  chartered 
buses  will  transport  our  members.  Two 
will  be  leaving  from  New  Orleans  and 
one  from  Alexandria. 

The  Assembly  will  open  on  Thurs- 
day evening  of  the  scheduled  conven- 
tion with  a festival  service  of  Holy 
Communion.  The  offering  in  this  serv- 
ice will  include  not  only  financial 
giving  from  each  conference,  but  also 
a loaf  of  homemade  bread  from  each. 

Friday’s  program  will  focus  on  signs 
and  dimensions  of  the  new  age.  Atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  future  of 
economics  and  politics  as  seen  from 
various  points  of  view;  the  ethics  of 
technology  with  regard  to  work/leisure 
and  birth/death;  and  an  evening  of 
performing  artists. 

Saturday’s  focus  will  be  on  the 
”...  challenge  ...”  which  is  the 
heart  of  the  assembly. 


The  Women’s  Division’s  new 
“Charter  of  Racial  Policies”  will  be  in- 
troduced. A Silent  Vigil  will  be  held  at 
noon.  Interest  groups  will  be  held  in 
the  afternoon.  The  evening  will  see  a 
great  celebration  of  women  in  a variety 
of  ministries. 

Bible  Study  w ill  be  a focal  part  of  the 
entire  meeting.  An  Intercessory  Prayer 
Room  will  be  set  up,  where  prayer  will 
be  continuous,  following  the  Prayer 
Calendar.  A Quite  Room,  for  rest  and 
reflection,  will  also  be  available. 

Workshops  will  offer  88  separate 
groups  involving  40  topics. 

All-in-all,  this  Assembly  is  an  am- 
bitious undertaking.  With  the  roster  of 
events  so  carefully  scheduled,  there  still 
will  be  time  for  fellowship  and  inter- 
change of  ideas.  It  is  a significant 
gathering  that  thoughtful,  dedicated 
Christian  women  will  want  to  take 
seriously. 

The  Louisiana  delegation  has  been 
assigned  America’s  Host  Motel,  which 
is  directly  across  the  river  from  the 
Convention  Center  in  Louisville,  site 
of  the  Assembly.  A shuttle  bus  will  be 
available  to  the  Center.  The  cost  for 
America’s  Host  will  be  $22.  single, 
$25.  twin  double,  and  $2.00  per  person 
for  more  than  two  in  a room.  Plan  to 
share  a room  with  3 or  4 if  possible. 
Attendance  goal  for  our  Conference 
was  originally  set  for  100;  however,  in- 
dications point  to  more  than  this  num- 
ber. The  $20.  registration  fee  will 
provide  a complete  packet  for  the 
Assembly  and  luncheon  tickets  for 
both  Friday  and  Saturday.  If  you  have 
not  made  your  plans,  DO  SO  AT 
ONCE!

Each  year,  preferably  in  the  Fall, 
United  Methodist  Women  have  an  op- 
portunity to  join  with  women  from 
other  units  of  the  WFMW  in  their 
communities  in  the  celebration  of 
World  Federation  Day.  This  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  United  Methodist 
Women’s  Vice  President  to  promote 
this  celebration,  with  special  study 
material  provided  for  this  program. 

The  North  America  Area  Seminar 
was  held  December  1-4,  1977  at  the 
National  4 — H Center,  Washington, 
D.C.  The  theme  for  the  meeting  was 
“Women  in  Christ’s  Redeeming  Work, 
The  Past  — Prologue  to  the  Future.” 
Miss  Doris  Handy,  North  America 
Area  President,  presided.  The  keynote 


address  “Women  and  the  Use  of 
Power”  was  given  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Kissack,  President  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women. 
Other  features  of  the  seminar  were 
Bible  Study,  an  Ecumenical  panel, 
small  group  discussion  and  presen- 
tation, and  speakers.  Representatives 
came  from:  Canada,  the  Caribbean 
and  the  Americas,  African  Methodist 
Episcopal  (U.S.A.),  African  Methodist 
Episcopal  Zion  (U.S.A.),  Christian 
Methodist  Episcopal  U.S.A.),  and 
United  Methodist  (U.S.A.). 

The  eleven  Regions  met  to  plan  for 
Regional  Seminars  in  1978.  Region 
VII,  made  up  of  Alabama,  Louisiana 
and  Mississippi,  made  arrangements 
for  a planning  meeting  in  Whistler, 
Alabama  April  1 , 1978.  At  this  meeting 
a Chairperson,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  will  be  elected  for  the 
Southern  Region.  The  tentative  date 
and  place  of  the  Regional  Seminar  is 
set  for  November  17-18,  1978  in 

Jackson,  Miss.  The  structure  of  the 
Seminar  will  be  similar  to  the  Area 
Seminar.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  N.  Thomas  is 
serving  as  Convenor  for  the 
organizational  planning  meeting. 
Representatives  from  all  units  are  in- 
vited to  attend  this  Seminar. 

It  is  hoped  that  State  Satellite 
Seminars  will  follow  in  1979,  and  City 
Spin-Offs  will  be  held  in  1980.

Last  year  more  than  29,000  persons  attended  the  Regional  and  Conference 
Schools  of  Christian  Mission.  What  is  a School  of  Christian  Mission?  Is  it  a 
good  model  for  Christian  education  today? 

The  School  of  Mission  is  one  of  the  major  reasons  United  Methodists, 
especially  United  Methodist  Women,  retain  a keen  sense  of  mission  in  a day 
when  other  denominations  are  having  trouble  mustering  support  of  any  kind 
of  outreach.  The  School  of  Mission  offers  opportunity  for  serious  study  of 
what  it  means  to  be  Christians  together  in  mission.  One  of  the  main 
reasons  for  the  school  is  to  introduce  studies  to  be  used  in  the  ensuing  year 
on  district  and  local  levels.  There  is  a broad  consultation  in  selection  of 
annual  studies,  usually  three  in  number,  all  considered  “mission  studies” 
though  somewhat  different. 

There  is  always  a “spirutual  growth”  study  which  is  synonymous  with 
Bible  study.  Another  study  explores  Christian  responsibility  and  challenge 
in  some  foreign  region.  The  third  has  a domestic  slant,  taking  into  consideration 
the  “global  village”  in  which  we  live.  Three  generations  of  United  Methodist 
Women  have  been  informed  and  inspired  at  the  schools.  This  is  not  to  say 
that  that  is  “something  the  women  do”  but  is  to  be  considered  for  the  whole 
church  as  we  seek  together  to  study  and  grow  in  what  it  means  to  be 
in  the  Christian  Ministry. 

As  Elliot  Wright  states,  “The  School  of  Christian  Mission  is  a reliable, 
year  in  year  out  way  to  enrich  the  household  of  faith.  Pioneered  by  church 
women  who,  in  effect,  proved  that  study  bears  spiritual  fruit,  the  model  is 
unique,  adaptable  and  need  not  ever  be  ‘old  fashioned’.”  Won’t  you  join  us  — 
pastors,  men  and  women  of  the  United  Methodist  Church?

The  Book  of  Revelation 

The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to 
examine  Revelation  in  the  cultural 
and  religious  context  from  which  it 
came  and  to  relate  Revelation’s  con- 
tent to  contemporary  culture  and  reli- 
gion. It  will  explore  the  possibilities 
of  what  John  was  saying  to  the  Chris- 
tians of  his  day  and  will  show  how 
John’s  message  is  still  relevant  for 
Christians  today. 

Goals  are:  to  help  the  reader  and 
participant  understand  the  oppression 
early  Christians  were  suffering  when 
Revelation  was  written;  to  understand 
John’s  theology  of  suffering  and  why 
he  wrote  his  ideas  in  such  a cryptic 
way;  to  provide  information  about 
the  nature  of  apocalyptic  and  eschatologi- 
cal literature;  and  to  interpret  John’s 
theory  of  history  and  his  concept  of 
the  healing  of  the  nations,  with  prophetic 
value  for  the  contemporary  global  situa- 
tion. 

If  the  name  “Lindsey  P.  Pherigo” 
is  not  a household  word,  at  least  he 
is  a person  well  known  among  United 
Methodists  and  countless  others  who 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  study  and 
work  under  his  leadership. 

Professor  of  New  Testament  and 
Early  Church  History,  Saint  Paul 
School  of  Theology,  Kansas  City,  he 
has  taught  and  lectured  at  Syracuse 
University,  Scarritt  College,  and 
Vanderbilt  University.  He  has  authored 
numerous  scholarly  articles  and  commen- 
taries, and  holds  membership  in  a 
number  of  professional  societies.  Doc- 
tor Pherigo,  a native  of  Miami,  Fla., 
was  educated  at  the  University  of 
Florida,  Boston  University  (Seminary 
and  Graduate  School),  and  in  Oxford, 
England. 

His  participation  in  seminars,  con- 
ferences, Schools  of  Christian  Mission 
are  numerous.  His  participation  in  our 
Conference  School  will  offer  a high- 
light for  “students.” 

Contemporary  China 

For  approximately  30  years,  we  have 
known  little  about  the  nearly  one-

fourth  of  the  human  race  living  in 
the  vast  country  of  China.  This  is  a 
country  larger  than  the  whole  of  the 
USA  and  smaller  only  than  Canada 
and  Russia. 

As  almost  inevitably  happens,  fear, 
misunderstanding  and  mistrust  — and 
a variety  of  other  emotions  have  accom- 
panied the  unknown  quantity.  It  seems 
urgent  for  us  to  gain  an  understanding 
of  an  historical  perspective  of  “The 
China  Event.”  These  words  are  used 
to  describe  the  transition  of  China  in 
recent  times  into  an  active  part  in 
global  affairs. 

Also  urgent  for  Christians  are  the 
questions  which  the  China  Event  raises 
for  us:  How  do  we  understand  the 
renewal/recovery  of  China?  What  can 
we  as  a community  learn  from  China? 
What  is  our  Christian  response  in 
regard  to  China? 

Purpose  of  this  study  at  our  School 
is  to  explore  the  significance  of  the 
China  event  in  light  of  the  Christian 
gospel  and  its  concern  for  human 
welfare.  Leaders  will  direct  participants 
in  developing  Christian  attitudes  toward 
the  new  China  and  its  people  by  trying 
to  understand  the  meaning  of  the 
Chinese  Revolution. 

Leaders  of  the  study  on  Contemporary 
China  are  three  well-qualified  persons 
who  come  to  the  School  from  a variety 
of  backgrounds. 

Ernestine  O.  Gray  Clark,  of  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  has  spent  30  years  with 
the  Fort  Worth  Public  Schools,  pre- 
sently serving  as  a vocational  counselor. 
She  is  actively  involved  in  church 
and  community  endeavors,  is  a cer- 
tified Lay  Speaker,  and  holds  posi- 
tions of  responsibility  in  her  own

Doctor  Clark  was  educated  at  Prairie

Covenant  Living  in  Times  of  Change 

It  has  been  stated  that  we  are  at 
the  end  of  an  age  in  Western  civilization. 
The  end  of  the  age  for  the  West  implies 
the  beginning  of  a new  age  in  which 
others  will  come  to  prominence. 

Recognizing  the  emergence  of  a 
“new  age”  involving  Third  World 
nations,  Christians  are  seeking  to  under- 
stand the  implications  of  hope,  challenge 
and  change.  We  recognize  this  new 
age  and  at  the  School  will  explore 
the  meaning  of  “covenant.” 

To  be  a covenant  people  in  this 
era  is  to  find  hope,  to  keep  commit- 
ment, to  live  by  God’s  grace.  It  is  to 
oppose  things  that  preclude  this  commit- 
ment; to  understand  ourselves  as  a 
covenant  people  in  relation  to  the  world 
but  not  of  the  world,  set  apart,  yet 
servant. 

The  purpose  of  the  study  is  to  help 
understand  the  characteristics  of  the

new  age  which  is  being  born;  to  identify 
with  those  who  have  been  in  similar 
positions  in  the  Biblical  period  learning 
from  covenant  relationship;  and  on 
these  bases  to  make  a commitment 
for  ourselves  to  renewal  and  participa- 
tion as  God’s  covenant  people. 

This  study  will  provide  much  Christian 
reflection,  exploration  and  under- 
standing.

A NEW  CHARTER  FOR  RACIAL 
JUSTICE  POLICIES 


United  Methodist  Women  have 
struggled  against  racism  for  many 
years.  This  struggle  has  involved  study 
of  the  nature  of  racism  and  how  it 
permeates  the  structures  of  our  com- 
munities, nation  and  world.  It  has 
also  involved  women  in  taking  con- 
crete actions  to  put  convictions  into 
deeds.  This  action  occurred  in  positive 
steps  by  1941 . 

The  first  Charter  of  Racial  Policies 
was  adopted  in  1952  and  was  revised 
in  1962.  Both  versions  served  as  catalyst 
for  discussion  and  action.  The  1962 
Chur  ter  was  recommended  to  the 
General  Conference  and  was  adopted 
as  the  official  position  of  the  entire 
church  in  1964. 

But  new  times  demand  new  efforts. 
Mew  challenges  have  emerged.  Global 
realities  are  demanding.  We  recognize 
our  inter-dependence  and  must  find 
new  structures  and  ways  of  living 
which  fit  into  new  realities.  That  is 
why  the  Women’s  Division  feels  that 
a new  Charter  of  Racial  Policies  is 
needed  to  chart  a course  for  our  future 
in  an  inter  dependent  world.

A New  Charter  for  Racial  Justice 

Policies  was  presented  to  United 
Methodist  Women  by  the  president  of 
the  Women’s  Division  at  Assembly  in 
April,  1978  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 
In  effect,  this  means  that  it  was  referred 
to  all  parts  of  the  organization  at  the 
same  time.  However,  there  have  to  be 
orderly  procedures  with  assigned  res- 
ponsibilities and  time  tables  to  meet 
the  target  date  for  ratification,  which 
is  March  1 , 1980. 

Ratification  means  an  official  pledge 
to  implement  the  Charter  in  every 
Jurisdiction,  Conference,  district  and 
local  unit.  Ratification  is  the  initial 
phase;  a plan  of  implementation  is 
also  necessary  if  the  goals  are  to  be 
achieved.  This  Charter  will  be  presented 
to  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  the 
Annual  Meeting.  The  vote  of  the 
annual  meeting  refers  the  Charter  to  all 
districts  and  local  units.  A plan  for 
the  conference  will  also  be  presented. 
We  look  forward  to  participating  in 
this  opportunity.

Rowand  of  Dallas,  Tex.  Mrs.  Rowand 
will  speak  at  the  evening  session  on 
Friday  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  Broad- 
moor United  Methodist  Church,  Baton 
Rouge,  and  again  on  Saturday  morning. 

Special  guests  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing will  be  the  Louisiana  state  presi- 
dent ot  Church  Women  United,  Mrs. 
W.O.  Browder  of  Baton  Rouge,  and 
also  the  Baton  Rouge  president,  Mrs. 
Arthur  Thiel.  An  interesting  note  is 
that  Mrs.  Thiel  is  a member  of  the 
host  UMW  unit  for  the  annual 
meeting. 

CWU  is  a national  ecumenical 
women’s  movement  uniting  Protestant, 
Catholic  and  Orthodox  in  Christian 
fellowship  and  action  through  some 
2,000  units  throughout  the  United 
States.

A unique  opportunity  is  in  the 
offing  for  local  women  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference,  United 
Methodist  Women.  A retreat  stressing 
“Living  Personal  Commitment”  is  set 
for  the  weekend  of  March  23-25,  1979 
at  the  Seashore  Methodist  Assembly 
in  Biloxi,  Miss. 

This  gathering  is  planned  with 
complete  informality  in  mind,  in  a 
setting  that  lends  itself  to  comfortable 
clothes  and  outdoor  appreciation.  At 
the  same  time  two  outstanding  women 
leaders  will  structure  a community 
that  provides  time  for  individual 
reflection  as  well  as  corporate  worship. 

A retreat  is  an  experience  of  con- 
fronting God  and  ourselves  and  it  is 
hoped  this  Lenten  season  event  will 


provide  the  opportunity  to  do  that. 
Mary  Lou  Van  Buren  of  the  Women’s 
Division  staff  who  specializes  in 
working  with  retreats  and  spiritual 
life  programs  for  growth  says  a 
retreat  is  “a  deliberate  and  intentional 
participation  in  a set  period  of  time 
to  experience  a new  awareness  of  the 
presence  of  God.  A retreat  should 
provide  an  awareness  that  Christ  is 
here.” 

Space  limitations  will  set  the  total 
registration  acceptances  to  150  local 
women.  A waiting  list  will  be  kept 
in  the  event  that  some  registrants 
will  need  to  drop  out.  The  retreat 
comes  as  a culmination  of  the  Con- 
ference two-year  goal  on  “Personal 
Commitment  to  Jesus  Christ,”  recog- 
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nizing  that  such  a goal  has  no 
limitation  in  time  but  is  an  ongoing 
desire. 

A steering  committee  of  16  women 
long  active  in  local,  district  and 
conference  UMW  events  has  been  at 
work  for  several  months  with  the 
chairperson,  Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock, 
Conference  vice-president,  to  fix  the 
details  of  the  stimulating  weekend. 
They  stress  that  the  retreat  is  planned 
for  those  who  can  participate  in  the 
total  program  and  registration  is  open 
to  those  who  can  make  a commitment 
for  the  entire  weekend.  It  is  hoped  that 
a person  not  able  to  attend  the  whole 
weekend  will  not  register,  thus  holding 
that  place  for  a full  time  participant.

MISSION  APPEALS— 
Good,  Bad  or  Appropriate? 


A United  Methodist  Woman  can  at 
times  be  astonished  by  the  myriad 
requests  to  “buy,”  “sell,”  “give,” 
“support”  which  come  to  her  on  behalf 
of  the  organization.  Requests  come  in 
several  categories. 

Some  mailings  seek  to  exploit  United 
Methodist  Women  by  using  a picture 
of  a neglected  and  deprived  child 
staring  from  a folder  and  promising  to 
help  the  child  and  send  your  unit  a 
personal  letter— all  for  a small  mqnthly 
contribution. 

Leaflets  and  letters  come  from  direc- 
tors of  Annual  Conference  projects 
and  institutions,  always  with  a stated 
need  for  additional  funds  for  budget, 
special  projects  or  new  building  cam- 
paign. Many  promote  Advance  Specials. 

Appeals  come  from  members  of  the 
congregation  and  the  pastor.  “Our 
Girl  Scout  Troop  needs  money  for 
equipment.”  “The  parsonage  needs 
new  drapes.”  “The  kitchen  needs  a 
new  set  of  pans.”  “The  apportionments 
can’t  be  paid  without  some  help  from 
UMW.” 


Specific  requests  addressed  to  the 
officers  of  the  organization  perpetuate 
old  stereotypes  and  distort  our  Purpose. 

How  is  the  local  unit  to  deal  with 
such  requests?  There  is  no  simple  or 
easy  answer,  for  at  the  heart  of  all 
this  we  must  determine  “What  is 
mission?”  Is  the  appeal  appropriate  to 
United  Methodist  Women?  Things  that 
seem  to  be  clearly  related  to  the 
organization  should  be  brought  to  the 
appropriate  committee.  Things  unre- 
lated should  be  discarded. 

Remember  that  the  Women’s  Division 
and  the  Louisiana  Conference  UMW 
have  a long-distance  policy  which  for- 
bids the  distribution  of  lists  of  members/ 
officers  of  the  organization.  This  policy 
intends  to  protect  the  individual  and 
the  organization,  and  yet  other  groups 
use,  buy,  sell  these  names. 

Ask  if  this  appeal  is  uniquely  a 
church  responsibility.  Or  is  it  really  a 
community  or  civic  undertaking  which 
will  be  supported  by  persons  of  the 
community  who  will  not  support  mis- 
sion outreach.  These  responsibilities 


belong  to  us  as  individual  citizens  and 
not  as  members  of  UMW. 

Use  the  Purpose  as  a plumbline. 
Is  the  appeal  in  harmony  with  the 
program  and  responsibilities  of  UMW? 
The  program  may  be  quite  good,  but 
not  related  to  the  Purpose  of  the 
organization. 

Is  the  project  related  to  the  National 
Division  or  to  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference?  It  is  imperative  that  you 
make  this  distinction.  There  are  many 
institutions  related  to  the  National 
Division  which  address  needs  of  women 
and  children  otherwise  being  ignored. 
The  National  Division  counts  on  our 
pledge  to  mission  giving  for  over  50 
percent  of  its  budget  from  which 
these  agencies  receive  money  each  year. 

Projects  which  are  related  to  Louisiana 
but  not  related  to  the  National  Division 
ire  not  a responsibility  of  United 
Methodist  Women.  They  should  be 
supported  by  the  total  membership 
of  every  congregation. 

All  too  many  comments  and  jokes  are 
made  in  the  church  about  “women 
having  all  the  money.”  There  are  those 
who  believe  that  women  are  warm- 
hearted and  will  automatically  respond 
to  any  appeal.  There  are  some  who  see 
United  Methodist  Women  as  the  easiest 
way  of  getting  a job  done.  As  financial 
pressures  increase,  local  units  must 
exercise  great  care  in  selecting  those 
things  which  will  support  above  and 
beyond  its  pledge.

District  Elected  Leaders  ’ 
Training 

The  setting  for  the  1978  uniquely 
styled  demonstration  in  leadership 
training  was  First  United  Methodist 
Church,  Pineville.  One  hundred  and 
four  leaders  were  registered  in  the 
training  event,  including  ten  Confer- 
ence officers.  They  came  as  “teams” 
from  their  districts,  and  high  interest 
was  maintained  throughout  the  period. 

Mrs.  Cannon  Matthews,  local 
president  of  UMW,  and  Mrs.  G.W. 
Dameron  were  instrumental  in  hosting 
the  event. 

The  1978  leadership  development 
was  marked  by  experimenting  with 
a longer  time-frame.  Registration, 
dinner,  and  training  highlighted  the 
Friday  evening  session.  Saturday 
morning  was  devoted  to  individual 
officer  job  responsibilities,  and 
Modelling  Groups  formed  on  issues 
and  special  leadership  skills.  The  wrap- 
up  and  sending  forth  was  led  by  Mrs. 
Truman  W.  Ward  and  Mrs.  Wiley  B. 
Gardner. 

The  entire  session  was  exciting  and 
moving.  The  support  and  participation 
of  the  District  Presidents,  the 
Coordinator  Mrs.  Gardener,  and 
members  of  the  Special  Task  Force 
helped  to  make  the-  meeting  a success. 

Like  the  memory  of  the  beautiful 
season  just  passed,  there  is  the 
reminder  of  our  learning  community 
in  this  training  session.  The  acceptance 
of  the  schedule  and  the  return  of  the 
evaluations  by  65  women  are  indi- 
cations of  fresh  beginnings  and  of 
God’s  affirmation  working  with  us.

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“THEY HAVE  WROUGHT  WELL ” 

Methodist  Women  Celebrate 


The  beginning  of  our  present  day 
United  Methodist  Women  organiza- 
tion, the  Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Louisiana  Conference, 
was  “born”  in  Baton  Rouge  in  1879, 
in  the  home  of  Mrs.  W.  M.  Reade 
who  was  elected  president.  During  the 
first  year  eight  auxiliaries  were  formed, 
with  196  members.  Today,  with  344 
local  units  and  15,169  members,  we  are 
aware  of  being  the  beneficiaries  of  a 
rich  and  exciting  heritage. 

In  1928  Mrs.  R.F.  (Hattie)  Harrell, 
Conference  Historian,  gathered  the 
histories  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary 
Society  Auxiliaries.  The  following 
excerpt  of  Mrs.  Harrell’s  report  was 

taken  from  the  19th  Annual  Report 
of  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  in 
1929,  when  the  society  celebrated  its 
50th  anniversary: 


“This  work  was  undertaken  not  that 
we  should  glory  in  past  achievements, 
but  that  we  should  honor  the  work 
of  the  women  ‘whose  spirit  and  deeds 
have  made  service  possible  for  us’- 
and  that  these  records  be  used  ‘for 
inspiration  of  the  present  and  future 
generations.’  When  another  fifty  years 
of  service  has  elapsed  God  grant 
that  our  children  and  grandchildren 
may  say  of  us,  ‘They  have  wrought 
well’;  because  through  Jesus  Christ 
we  have  given  the  world  ‘an  adequate 
goal  for  character;  a free,  full  life, 
and  God.’” 

In  1979  another  fifty  years  of  service 
will  have  elapsed  since  the  writing  of 
Mrs.  Harrell’s  report.  If  a vote  were 
taken  at  that  time,  no  doubt  the 
feeling  would  be  unanimous  that 
“They  have  wrought  well.”

Mrs.  T.J.  Butler,  Sr.,  Conference 
coordinator  of  Christian  Social 
Involvement,  attended  the  Human 
Rights  Seminar  which  focused  on  the 
International  Year  of  the  Child  ‘79. 

United  Methodist  Women  were 
challenged  concerning  the  rights  of 
the  child  during  the  Human  Rights 
Seminar.  Conference  officers,  Christian 
Social  Involvement  Chairpersons,  and 
Child  Advocacy  leaders  shared  ideas 
on  the  “year  of  the  child”.  Urgent 
needs  of  children  came  from  many 
avenues.  Jean  Young,  Chairperson  of 
the  U.S.  commission  on  the  IYC, 
and  wife  of  U.N.  Ambassador  Andrew 
Young,  told  the  group  that  “a  nation 
that  cares  about  children  today  will 
not  have  to  worry  about  tomorrow’s 
adults.”  She  also  pleaded,  “Start  with 
the  child  next  door,”  create  an 
awareness  in  your  community  until 
it  overflows  across  the  nation  and  the 
world.  The  Christian  response  to  the 
needs  of  children  must  be:  “I  am 
my  brother’s  keeper,”  she  said. 

Dr.  Emily  Dale,  sociology  professor 
at  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  ripped 
anti-family  government  programs  and 
policies.  She  cited  income  tax  struc- 
tures which  penalize  married  couples 
and  foster  care  programs  which  often 
take  precedence  over  support  programs 
that  would  leave  a child  in  his  or 
her  own  home.  She  emphasized  that 
family  life  is  most  important  to  this 
country  or  any  other  country. 

Struggle  groups  were  divided  into 
four  facets  of  a child’s  concern: 
education,  criminal  justice,  health,  and 
nutrition,  and  name  and  nationality 
(which  dealt  with  rootlessness  felt  by 
migrant  children,  foster  children  and 
others). 

Nightly  bible  reflections  were  given 
by  the  Rev.  Frances  Cooper  of  First 
UMC  Church,  Redonda  Beach, 
California.  She  challenged  the  group 
to  view  children  as  a part  of  God’s 
covenant  with  his  people  and  to 
examine  in  their  local  churches  “what 
it  means  to  enter  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
to  come  as  a little  child.”

...  Clasp  Thy  Heritage  ...  Summing  ft  Up 


What  fun  it  is  to  help  with  the 
research  of  the  history  of  the  women’s 
organization  for  our  100th  anniversary 
celebration.  One  of  my  favorite  Bible 
verses,  Hebrews  12:1,  has  experienced 
new  life  as  I read  of  the  faith  and 
dedication  of  these  women.  “There- 
fore, since  we  have  so  great  a cloud 
of  witnesses  surrounding  us,  let  us 
also  lay  aside  every  encumbrance  and 
sin  which  so  easily  entangles  us,  and 
let  us  run  with  endurance  the  race 
that  is  set  before  us.” 

It  is  a great  joy  to  be  a part 
of  this  “cloud  of  witnesses”  that  went 
before  us  - women  willing  to  risk, 
to  take  that  leap  in  faith,  to  bring 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  world 
in  which  they  lived.  Deaconesses 
and  doctors,  “Bible  women”  and 
teachers  blazed  new  trails  where 
women  had  not  been  before.  New 
missionary  daughters  were  consecrated 
to  serve  in  China,  Korea  and  India. 
Women  met  in  small  and  large  groups 
across  the  state.  I was  impressed  with 
the  power  of  “just  one  woman’s  life.” 

There  were  recorded  endless  days 
and  nights  of  meetings,  travel,  sacrifice, 
sorrow  and  great  moments  of  joy  and 
humor.  I could  easily  relate  to  a report 
from  1894  concluding  several  days 
and  nights  of  meetings,  “While  waiting 
for  the  train  we  held  a little  informal 
meeting,  closing  with  a Christian  hand 
clasp  of  farewell.”  One  of  our  first 
presidents  was  elected  during  her 
absence  and  first  learned  of  her 
election  when  friends  returned  home 
and  addressed  her  as  “Madam 
President.”  (1884) 

If  you  are  in  a small  unit  you  may 


see  yourself  in  this  one  - In  Miss 
Wilkenson’s  own  words  she  tells  how 
“We  all  sat  in  a circle  and  smiled 
as  each  one  was  elected  to  office, 
and  I must  have  smiled  most  of  all 
as  I was  elected  to  three  offices.” 
(Carrollton,  N.O.  1899)  Incidently, 
Mrs.  Cohen  broke  all  records  in  the 
length  of  time  served  as  president  - 
28  years. 

There  were  moments  of  sorrow  such 
as  the  memory  of  a dearly  beloved 
sister,  “who  during  her  saintly  life 
diffused  an  aroma  of  sweetness  on 
all  around  her  ” (1890).  And  there 
was  Mrs.  Schumpert  of  Greewood, 
1883,  whose  last  words  to  her  friend 
were,  “Don’t  let  the  little  society 
ever  die.  Promise  me  to  work  for  it 
all  you  can.” 

The  children  received  early  training, 
and  many  Juvenile  Societies  were 
organized  such  as,  “The  Cheerful 
Givers,”  “Busy  Bees”  and  “The 
Mustard  Seeds,”  reporting  1,721 
members  in  1931.  Many  reports  and 
first  hand  accounts  were  given  by  such 
persons  as  Faye  Daves  of  St.  Mark’s, 
Ella  K.  Hooper  of  Dulac  and  Mac 
Donnel,  Rosie  Ann  Cobb  of  Sager- 
Brown  and  many  others  who  gave 
their  lives  to  the  service  of  Christ. 

These  were  valiant  women;  and  we 
proudly  take  our  place  in  this  endless 
line  of  splendor.  “The  earnest  labors 
and  faithful  zeal  of  the  devout 
leaders  made  our  hearts  burn  within 
us,  and  we  felt  that  it  is  a good 
thing  to  be  allowed  to  work  for  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Savior” 
(1894).

Summing  It  Up

I tried  to  summarize  these  last  four 
years  of  the  conference  in  just  a few 
words  - “Faith  and  Action.’’  We  have 
strengthened  our  personal  commitment 
to  Jesus  Christ  as  individuals,  in 
community  and  in  program  emphasis. 
These  have  been  years  of  action  in 
study,  leadership  development,  increased 
membership,  increased  giving  of  our 
financial  resources,  involvement  in 
Legislative  Training  Events,  the  Law 
of  the  Sea  Seminar,  Human  Rights, 
Economic  Justice  and  Child  Advocacy 
Seminars.  We  have  become  informed 
and  have  discussed  issues  such  as 
cloning,  political  prisoners,  criminal 
justice,  and  what  it  means  to  be 
a “New  People  for  a New  Age”. 

Today  there  is  a message  of  libera- 
tion being  spoken  to  and  through 
women  in  a new  way.  It  is  a good 
gift,  a message  of  wholeness  for  all 
persons.  A quote  from  Estelle 
Dameron’s  message  of  1965  expresses 
my  feelings  for  today.

Those  women 
who  are  working  can  only  come  on 
the  weekends  and  women  with 
young  children  find  it  impossible 
to  come  then.  This  is  a turbulent 
time  for  our  district,  for  units 
which  were  once  strong,  are  now 
decreasing  in  membership  and 
activity  and  we  are  finding  many 
churches  in  our  district,  which  do 
not  have  units  at  all.  We  are  also 
finding  it  difficult  to  get  district 
officers  and  many  units  are  not 
able  to  fill  their  needed  slate  of 
officers.  Few  women  are  interested 
in  deep  study  of  the  Bible  and  our 
study  materials  and  fewer  still  read 
our  publications. 

This  may  seem  terribly  negative 
in  tone,  but  it  is  positive  in  reality. 
We  are  taking  a good,  hard  look  at 
our  district  and  once  we  begin  to 
identify  the  problems,  we  can  begin 
to  work  on  solutions.  If  we  never 
worked  on  the  negatives,  how  can 
we  hope  to  become  positive?  We, 
the  district  membership  team,  feel 
that  the  "Share  Your  Umbrella" 
program  of  caring  for  each  other 
will  have  the  most  lasting  and 
positive  help  for  our  district  — 
sharing  the  good  we  find  and  feel 
in  United  Methodist  Women.  We 
are  looking  forward  to  communica- 
ting in  a loving  way  what  we  are 
learning  of  Christ  Himself,  who  is 
indeed  the  greatest  "Membership 
Chairman"  we  know.

The  following  is  an  example  of  a local  unit  Membership  Chairperson  at  work: 

At  Aurora  United  Methodist  Church,  New  Orleans,  we  perhaps  have  a unique  problem  with  our  membership; 
they  are  always  moving!  Many  of  our  membership  are  with  the  military  or  subject  to  transfer  with  big  companies. 
Therefore,  we  have  to  'keep  at  it'  just  to  keep  even. 

As  membership  chairperson,  I contact  the  new  members  of  the  church  or  frequent  visitors,  inviting  them  to  our 
meetings.  Some  of  our  women  are  good  about  new  neighbors  to  come  with  them.  Each  of  our  circles  has  a mem- 
bership chairman  and  they  are  given  names  to  contact.  With  today's  busy  people,  most  of  our  contacts  are  made 
by  telephone  or  at  church  on  Sundays. 

We  have  four  daytime  circles,  which  all  meet  on  Tuesday  mornings.  This  way  we  can  always  have  a nursery  for 
the  children  of  our  young  mothers.  We  draw  names  each  year  so  that  each  circle  will  be  approximately  the  same 
size,  and  so  that  we  will  become  better  acquainted.  With  so  many  women  employed  these  days,  our  evening  circle 
has  almost  doubled  in  membership  in  the  last  few  years. 

For  the  past  two  years,  in  September,  I made  up  a list  of  the  membership  by  geographic  location,  suggesting  that 
the  members  carpool  to  their  meetings.  They  tell  me  this  has  been  very  helpful. 

At  each  monthly  general  meeting,  I announce  visitors  who  are  present,  those  who  have  transferred  away,  and 
those  who  have  joined  since  our  last  meeting.  These  new  members  are  placed  in  a circle  of  their  choice  until  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year  when  all  circles  are  changed.

ANSWERS  TO  QUESTIONS 

1.  No.  Membership  in  United 
Methodist  Women  is  a matter  of 
choice.  Any  woman  who  indi- 
cates her  desire  to  belong  and 
participate  in  the  global  mission 
of  the  church  may  join. 

2.  No.  Although  most  members  are 
members  of  a local  United  Meth- 
odist Church,  this  is  not  a require- 
ment for  membership.  Only  the 
President  is  required  by  the 
Discipline  to  be  a member  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  be- 
cause, as  President  she  serves  on 
the  Administrative  Board  of  the 
Church. 

3.  Yes.  Participation  in  U.M.W. 
may  occur  in  a variety  of  ways 
such  as  regular  attendance  at 
meetings,  financial  contributions, 
calling  on  members,  assuming 
program  leadership,  working  on 
some  special  project  or  being  a 
part  of  a prayer  fellowship.  One 
of  the  challenges  of  membership 
is  the  development  of  mutual 
respect  for  women  who  partic- 
ipate in  various  ways. 

4.  First  of  all,  some  women  ARE 
too  busy  to  be  involved  and  are 
making  responsible  decisions 
when  they  choose  not  to  belong. 
It  may  be  helpful  to  ask  women 
who  are  "too  busy"  what  their 
interests  are  and  to  inform  them 
of  all  the  areas  of  participation 
in  U.M.W. 

5.  Financial  giving  is  not  a require- 
ment for  membership.  Hope- 
fully, each  woman  will  find 
financial  giving  an  important  and 
meaningful  form  of  participa- 
tion. Each  local  unit  should  pro- 
vide information  to  each  member 
about  the  scope  of  the  program 
of  missions.  Understanding  the 
extent  of  such  programs  is  vital 
to  an  understanding  of  the 
PURPOSE  of  U.M.W. 

6.  District  membership  is  available 
to  such  women.  They  may  make 
an  annual  pledge  to  Missions 
through  the  District  Treasurer 
and  receive  mailings  and  invita- 
tions to  meetings  and  in  other 
respects  have  a close  tie  with 
the  District  and  have  a sense  of 
belonging.  Such  women  should 
work  with  other  women  in  the 
church  and  with  the  District 
Membership  Chairperson  to  or- 
ganize or  re-organize  a unit.

Such  contact  should 
be  made  periodically  if  some 
members  have  been  carried  as 
"inactive  members”  for  a long 
period  of  time.  Great  care  should 
be  taken  in  such  cases,  since 
membership  is  not  defined  in 
terms  of  attendance  or  financial 
giving,  but  rather  in  terms  of 
personal  choice.

As  your  conference  membership  committee  began  to  work  on  the  conference  goal  for  1980  of  "increasing 
membership",  we  decided  that  the  state  of  membership  in  Louisiana  needed  a great  deal  of  attention,  love,  and 
work.

Umbrella"  in  which  we  will  begin  to  give  you  help  for  your  unit.  We  will  be  emphasizing  caring  about  people  and 
sharing  the  Good  News  with  those  who  live  among  us,  for  part  of  our  purpose  is  ".  . .to  have  a creative,  supportive 
fellowship".  But  no  plan  we  can  create  will  be  worth  the  time  it  takes  to  formulate,  if  we  do  not  have  your  co- 
operation.

1928  Histories  in  the  Conference  Files: 


Our  100th  Anniversary  has 
made  us  all  very  history  conscious. 
Several  histories  were  written  dur- 
ing the  Jubilee  of  the  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  1928  when  Mrs. 
R.  F.  (Hattie)  Harrell  was  historian. 

In  the  1929  Annual  Report,  she 
wrote: 

"This  work  was  undertaken, 
not  that  we  should  glory  in  past 
achievements,  but  that  we  should 
honor  the  work  of  the  women 
whose  spirit  and  deeds  have  made 
service  possible  for  us  — that  these 
records  be  used  for  inspiration  of 
the  present  and  future  generations. 

When  another  50  years  of  ser- 
vice has  elapsed,  God  grant  that  our 
children  and  grandchildren  may  say 
of  us:  They  have  wrought  well; 
because  through  Jesus  Christ  we 
have  given  the  world  an  adequate 
goal  for  character;  a free,  full  life, 
and  God." 

From  the  historical  sketch  of 
the  Women's  Missionary  Society 
First  Methodist  Church,  Baton 
Rouge,  prepared  by  Mrs.  S.  T. 
Sanders,  we  read: 

"This  marks  50  years  of  our 
history.  Fifty  years  from  now  we 
shall  be  celebrating  our  centennial. 
One  hundred  years  old  as  a Mis- 
sionary Society!  If  we  cannot  tell 
much  about  the  first  25  years  of 
our  history,  will  those  who  try  to 
write  the  history  of  100  years  know 
much  more  about  us?  When  that 
day  comes,  50  years  hence,  there 
will  be  only  one  or  two  or  three, 
and  they  are  the  youngest  women 
of  today,  who  will  be  living  to  give 
any  facts  about  the  auxiliary  in 
1927;  and  if  no  written  history  is 
preserved  in  our  church,  their 
memories  will  recall  only  a frag- 
ment of  our  history,  just  as  our 
elderly  members  today  can  give 
but  little  information  of  our  be- 
ginning. 

We  strongly  urge  our  units  to 
bring  their  histories  up-to-date.  If 
your  unit  is  not  listed  in  the  group 
on  this  page,  we  challenge  you  to 
write  a history.  Please  send  three 
copies:  one  for  the  Centenary 

Archives;  one  for  the  Dillard  Ar- 
chives; and  one  for  the  Conference 
Historian.  (Send  to  the  Historian)

Highlights  of  Annual  Meeting 

Our  speaker  at  Annual  Meeting  this  year  will  be  Marjorie 
Seaman  Crossman,  a native  of  Salina,  Kansas.  She  is  a product 
of  a family  of  ministers  and  is  the  niece  of  the  first  woman 
licensed  to  preach  in  Southeast  Missouri.  Marjorie  comes  by 
her  devotion  to  Christ  and  his  church  quite  predictably, 
having  chosen  a church-related  college  and  graduating  from 
Baker  University,  Baldwin,  Kansas,  with  a degree  in  Soci- 
ology.

In  1954,  it 
moved  into  its  present  build- 
ing in  that  part  of  New  Orl- 
leans,  called  Central  City  - 
the  disadvantaged  area. 

The  purpose  of  the  Center  is 
to  build  Christian  character 
and  good  citizenship  among 
all  people  of  the  community 
while  rendering  needed  social 
service. 

Day  care  and  child  develop- 
ment programs  are  offered 
year  round  to  200  children. 
During  the  summer,  classes 
are  offered  in  music,  arts  and 
crafts,  drama,  dancing  and 
character  development. 

More  than  200  teenagers  par- 
ticipate in  different  activities 
and  more  than  150  adults  are 
reached  through  classes  in 
sewing  and  nutrition;  civic, 
social  and  community  meet- 
ings; workshops  and  institutes; 
and  Young  Marrieds  and 
Child-Teacher  Groups. 

The  Center  is  owned  by  the 
United  Methodist  Church  but 
about  one  half  of  its  support 
comes  from  the  United  Fund 
of  The  Greater  New  Orleans 
Area.

St.  Mark's  Community  Center 
is  a United  Methodist  agency 
which  was  established  in  1909 
as  part  of  a nationwide  move- 
ment to  establish  community 
centers  in  high  poverty  areas 
in  the  country. 

Today  St.  Mark  has  a staff  of 
over  50  persons,  maintains  six 
program  divisions  in  addition 
to  specially-funded  cultural 
projects.

Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper  went 
to  Dulac  in  1932  for  a two 
week  visit  and  stayed  39 
years.  With  the  support  of  her 
sister,  Miss  Hooper  began  a 
school  for  Indian  children.  It 
was  a ministry  of  love,  as  no 
funds,  no  facilities,  no  trans- 
portation nor  books  existed 
when  she  arrived. 

When  public  education  was 
opened  to  the  Indians  in  1954, 
Dulac  broadened  its  program 
to  become  a community  cen- 
ter. 

Today  the  three  priorities  are 
education-including  a kinder- 
garten and  day  care  center  for 
140  Indian,  black  and  white 
children,  a home-start  pro- 
gram, and  an  off-campus 
college  course  in  cooperation 
with  Nicholls  State  Univer- 
sity; medical-a  full-time  nurse 
and  aide  working  in  the  com- 
munity and  Center  clinics; 
and  economic-helping  fisher- 
men organize  to  finance  larger, 
modern  shrimp  boats  and  to 
insure  the  future  of  the  shrimp 
industry  in  the  area.  Many 
other  services  are  also  pro- 
vided. 

The  impetus  behind  the  work 
remains  unchanged,  "To  re- 
flect God's  love  for  us  by  our 
love  and  service  to  our  fellow- 
men."

The  purpose  now  reads:  1)

tian nurture,  study,  and  treat- 
ment of  neglected,  dependent 
children  in  need  of  care  out- 
side their  own  homes;  2)  to 
insure  that  all  children  ad- 
mitted received  the  best  pos- 
sible care  in  a Christin  en- 
vironment; and  3)  to  work  in 
partnership  with  parents  and 
children  to  strengthen  family 
ties  and  assure  the  child  his 
right  to  his  own  family. 

To  this  end  all  professional 
services  shall  be  arranged  for 
or  by  MacDonell  United 
Methodist  Children's  Services, 
Inc." 

As  the  children  leave  the  Cen- 
ter, services  to  both  children 
and  their  parents  continue  as 
needed.

1980  Financial  Report  is  GOOD  NEWS! 

The  total  amount  collected  through  the  Districts, 
from  local  units,  to  apply  to  our  Conference  pledge 
of  $171,000.00,  was  $191,289.80.  This  results  in  an 
overpayment  of  $20,289.80.  This  is  certainly  a result 
of  much  promotion  and  education  on  the  part  of  the 
Conference  Mission  Team.  Just  think,  at  the  rate  of 
$27.98  a minute  for  mission  work,  how  many  minutes 
we  in  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Women  provided 
in  1980. 

Of  course,  more  money  was  received  by  the  Con 
ference  Treasurer  in  the  form  of  designated  giving. 
Total  receipts  from  Districts  for  the  year  of  1980 
totalled  $255,354.66.  $20,520.00  was  kept  to  help 

us  in  our  Conference  programs  - all  other  went  to 
missions. 

Each  of  the  Districts  overpaid  their  pledge.  The

LOIS  B.  KOHLER 


Dear  Family  and  Friends, 

I am  sitting  in  the  crotch  of  a very  large  and,  I expect,  a very  old  tree  filled  with  dappled  sunlight.  This  tree  was 
obviously  made  for  sitting-and  although  it  has  been  a long  time  since  I sat  in  a tree,  it  seems  quite  natural  and  a 
real  joy!  In  front  of  me  is  (at  a guess)  a fifteen  foot  poinsettia  tree  with  only  a few  blossoms,  but  it  helps  to  spell 
Christmas! 

Speaking  of  joy,  I find  myself  delighting  in  tiny  vignettes  that  have  been  a part  of  my  life  in  Nigeria.  They  are  not 
necessarily  typical,  but  they  have  remained  with  me. 

A small  boy-he  might  have  been  as  young  as  five,  perhaps  as  old  as  seven  -carrying  on  his  head  a broad  flat  basket 
loaded  with  eggs  that  he  was  selling.  My  jaw  must  have  dropped  (did  you  know  that  it  seems  that  actually  happens?) 
with  the  surprise  of  the  fact  that  such  a small  boy  had  been  trusted  with  such  fragile  items.  One  of  the  young  men 
saw  my  surprise  and  enjoyed  my  astonishment.  This  is  a rather  typical  picture  although  I have  not  seen  such  a 
young  one  again-at  least,  not  with  eggs. 

Another  little  boy  was  at  the  intersection  of  a busy  road.  I met  him  as  I was  walking  home  from  my  radio  ''en- 
gagement'' which  is  every  morning  except  Sunday  from  6:55  to  7: 10.  He  was  leading(?)  a pig  by  a rope  tied  to  the 
right  hind  leg.  He  was  having  a difficult  time  of  it.  The  pig  did  not  seem  to  know-or  care-what  was  being  asked  of 
him.  A considerable  tug  of  war  ensued.  I did  not  stay  to  see  the  outcome,  but  since  they  were  not  there  the  next 
morning,  I assume  the  two  of  them  somehow  managed  to  get  across  the  road.  Fortunately,  there  is  a traffic  cop  at 
that  corner. 

Another  picture  was  that  of  a woman  weaving  grasses  into  a heavy  rope  which  was  amazingly  like  macrame.  Whose 
was  the  original  idea?  Certainly  women  like  her  have  been  doing  this  for  centuries  using  their  ingenuity  to  make  life 
pleasanter  and  more  interesting. 

Now  I want  to  report  on  the  mission  activities  with  the  EKAN  Muri  Church  in  Nigeria.  Shown  by  everyone  is  a 
concern  for  people  even  though  as  always  we  are  each  bound  about  by  the  "humanness"  of  our  own  characters,  all 
those  bits  and  pieces  which  we  do  not  allow  God  to  redeem.  Do  you  have  any  trouble  with  that  kind  of  thing?  I 
must  confess  that  I do. 

My  own  job  here  in  Jos  is  as  the  treasurer  who  receives  the  money  from  New  York  and  Germany  (the  German 
United  Methodist  Church  is  working  cooperatively  with  the  EKAN  Muri  Church  in  many  ways)  and  dispenses  it. 
That  sounds  easy,  doesn't  it?  But  there  are  a few  complications.  I also  run  errands  for  those  people  who  are  "down 
bush." 

Part  of  my  job  is  to  help  the  church  people  learn  to  account  for  their  money  and  to  budget  it  so  they  do  not  run 
out  after  the  first  quarter.  It's  a very  difficult  job  because  everything  is  so  expensive  here.  API. 00  (naira)  is  equal  to 
$1.8877  right  now  by  the  protected  money  exchange  in  Nigeria.  What  it  is  worth  outside  the  country  I do  not 
know.  It  takes  about  twice  as  many  naira  to  buy  most  things.  This  means  that  those  things  cost  about  four  times 
as  much  as  they  do  in  the  U.S.  For  instance,  I was  looking  for  a typist  chair-and  found  one  for  M303.  This  was 
close  to  $600  which  was  too  much  for  a chair. 

When  we  had  to  replace  a water  heater,  it  cost  #4250  or  about  $480.  The  coffee  I bought  was  about  $1 2 a pound. 
Hamburger  (or  mince  meat)  is  $4  plus  a pound.  There  is  no  way  you  can  adjust  your  ideas  of  cost  until  you  have 
lived  here.  You  buy  less,  get  along  without  a lot  of  things,  and  appreciate  it  when  something  special  is  available. 
There  are  some  things  which  are  less  expensive  here:  doctors  and  drugs  especially. 

My  first  big  job  as  the  treasurer  was  to  finish  last  year's  books  and  give  them  to  the  auditor  who  was  just  auditing 
the  1978  books  when  I came.  August  1979  was  the  last  month  that  had  been  balanced  with  the  checking  account. 
From  then  on  there  were  a few  mistakes  and  because  they  had  not  been  found  it  could  never  be  balanced. 

I've  also  been  working  on  the  revision  of  the  accounts  so  that  they  will  tell  me  what  I want  to  know.  Leora  Land- 
messer,  the  internal  auditor  of  the  World  Division,  helped  me  when  she  was  here.  I think  I have  a revision  in  mind 
that  will  make  things  easier  for  both  me  and  the  auditor.  He  admits  that  he  has  never  understood  our  system. 


One  thing  I am  sure  of:  I have  gained  an  added  respect  for  all  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  does  for  us.  If  every 
one  of  the  54  countries  in  which  we  have  mission  work  has  as  many  complications  as  we  do,  I don't  know  how  the 
treasurers  wade  through  all  of  them! 

The  mail  system  in  Nigeria  is  a real  problem-since  some  things  get  lost,  others  take  three  or  four  months  to  deliver, 
and  others  take  a reasonable  length  of  time:  two  or  three  weeks.  Of  course,  all  of  the  things  that  are  delivered  in  a 
short  time  are  Air  Mail.  If  things  come  by  sea  (as  do  most  magazines),  you  expect  them  to  take  three  or  four  months. 
Our  church  is  in  the  Bambur,  Zing,  Jalingo,  Lankiviri  area,  a more  or  less  isolated  region  (especially  in  the  wet 
season)  where  there  are  still  many  needs.  I'm  listing  some  of  the  things  that  the  church  is  involved  in  doing. 

1)  A literacy  program  is  ably  directed  by  a Nigerian,  Adamu  Biyam.  Most  of  the  people  who  work  this  pro- 
gram are  volunteers.  Occasionally  he  has  enough  money  to  give  them  "feedings”  which  means  gifts  of  food 
or  money  for  food  for  their  use. 

2)  Two  Christian  training  schools  (one  on  each  side  of  the  river)  teach  a variety  of  things:  Bible,  English  (by 
the  way,  English  js.  the  official  language  of  Nigeria,  but  many  people  are  not  able  to  take  a real  part  in  their 
own  country  because  they  are  not  proficient  in  that  language),  some  agricultural  techniques,  some  informa- 
tion about  preparing  food  and  about  nutrition  for  the  women.  One  of  the  schools  has  40  students,  the 
other  10.  Both  have  building  programs,  but  when  we  talk  about  buildings,  we  mean  smaller,  simpler  buildings 
than  the  kind  usually  built  in  U.S. 

3)  The  church  itself  is  emphasizing  evangelism  spearheaded  by  four  young  men  who  have  just  finished  their 
education  at  the  Theological  College  of  Northern  Nigeria  which  we  help  support.  TCNN  is  at  Bukuru  which 
is  about  seventeen  kilometers  from  Jos.  It  is  interdenominational  and  one  United  Methodist,  Ronald  Ray, 
from  Oregon  is  on  the  faculty.  His  wife  teaches  in  the  program  for  spouses.  They  are  using  more  Nigerians 
on  the  faculty  now  and  are  finding  costs  go  up  when  salaries  are  no  longer  paid  by  mission  boards. 

The  German  church  has  made  a grant  which  helps  to  pay  for  the  salaries  of  these  four  young  men  involved 
in  the  evangelism  program. 

4)  We  have  two  missionaries  who  are  teaching  Bible  knowledge,  one  in  a government  secondary  school,  Ann 
Kemper  from  the  Baltimore  Conference;  one  at  a government  Advanced  Teachers  College,  Charles  Benson. 

5)  Two  of  our  missionaries  are  in  charge  of  the  Agriculture  Development  Program.  The  culture  and  use  of  soy 
beans,  raising  chickens,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs  are  all  being  encouraged  by  them.  Growing  vegetables  of  various 
kinds  as  well  as  citrus  trees  is  a part  of  the  program  which  we  hope  will  lead  to  more  self  sufficiency  and 
health. 

6)  Formerly  at  Bambur  the  Mission  owned  and  operated  the  Guinter  Memorial  Hospital.  Since  the  government 
took  it  over  about  three  or  four  years  ago,  things  have  changed  there.  At  this  time  there  are  no  longer  any 
doctors  or  nurses  who  are  from  our  mission-or  any  other.  We  are  now  putting  our  time  and  energy  into  the 
Rural  Health  Program  which  is  building  dispensaries  in  a number  of  small  communities.  The  dispenser  is 
rather  like  a paramedic  and  does  a variety  of  things  including  the  very  valuable  and  important  task  of  dis- 
pensing preventive  drugs. 

7)  We  have  a plane  which  flies  patients,  school  children  and  young  people,  church  personnel  to  meetings,  etc., 
etc.  We  charge  for  these  services,  of  course.  In  fact,  most  of  the  programs  have  charges  but  it  is  impossible 
for  them  to  pay  their  own  way,  especially  with  inflation. 

The  pilot  has  been  ill  for  more  than  a week  now,  and  we  are  feeling  "lost"  without  his  vital  help  in  communi- 
cations. All  our  mail  is  taken  by  him  to  the  rural  area.  We  do  have  the  radio  with  which  we  keep  in  touch  with 
each  other,  four  different  stations  receive  and  send  messages  down  bush,  one  in  Jos.  We  are  not  in  the 
business  of  communicating  the  gospel  by  radio  -just  sending  messages.  That's  how  I find  out  that  someone 
wants  me  to  buy  a clutch  plate  for  a Honda  50  or  a master  cylinder  for  a Landrover  or  wants  me  to  order 
50  planks  1"  x 12"  planed  or  two  doors  that  will  be  used  to  replace  the  ones  that  are  termite-ridden,  or  to 
buy  140  Hausa  Bibles,  the  new  translation,  or  five  Bibles  with  leather  covers  and  zippers. 

8)  In  Jos  there  are  two  United  Methodist  missionaries  who  are  at  Hillcrest  School:  Lois  Schmidt  from  California, 
who  teaches  fifth  grade  and  Florence  Walter  from  Kansas  who  is  the  nurse  at  the  school. 

Speaking  of  termites,  as  I was  a few  paragraphs  ago,  I must  say  that  we  are  not  plagued  by  bugs  as  much  as  I 
thought  we  would  be.  I guess  I envisioned  wall  to  wall  bugs.  Except  for  the  ants,  in  Jos  bugs  seem  to  come  in  about 
the  same  quantities  as  they  do  in  the  U.S. 

Life  is  truly  interesting  to  me  here.  God  is  very  real-as  He  is  everywhere.  We  depend  upon  Him:  we  try  to  serve 
Him;  we  love  Him.  I love  each  one  of  you -and  covet  the  continuance  of  our  relationship.  Looking  forward  to 
Christmas,  I realize  how  much  Jesus  Christ  has  to  do  with  our  understanding  of  what  a loving,  forgiving,  under- 
standing relationship  should  be. 

Some  of  you  have  asked  what  I need,  Except  for  some  impossible  to  get  items  like  panty  hose  and  walking  shoes, 
I'm  in  good  shape.  My  pensions  are  all  coming  and  as  usual  I have  more  than  I need.  Our  mission  needs  many  things 
because  money  does  not  go  far.  Did  you  know  Lagos  in  Nigeria  is  now  supposed  to  be  the  most  expensive  city 
in  the  world?  Newsweek  is  the  source  of  that  information. 

I pray  that  all  of  you  will  have  a meaningful  Christmas  with  the  joy  of  a Child  who  has  come  at  the  very  center 
of  your  celebration. 

It  is  Christmas  love  that  I am  stuffing  in  this  envelope:  that's  the  kind  that  never  grows  old  or  weary.  Blessings,

ISAIAH  40-55 

The  context  of  this  study  is  the  experience 
of  exile.  For  Israel  this  was  not  only  a 
time  of  geographic  dislocation,  but  a time 
when  her  accepted  social,  political  and 
religious  patterns  were  thrown  into  con- 
fusion. Many  voices,  both  secular  and 
religious,  are  suggesting  that  we  live  at 
the  beginning  of  such  a period  ourselves. 
Our  time  may  be  one  in  which  we  expe- 
rience what  it  means  to  be  strangers  and 
exiles  in  a world  where  many  of  our 
trusted  institutions  and  patterns  of  mean- 
ing have  been  thrown  into  confusion.

Provide,  as  a resource,  a guideline 
paper  for  "Self-Study  on  the  Understanding  of  Global  Mission." 

2.  Ask  each  District  to  include  this  emphasis  in  its  District  Annual  Meeting  1981. 

3.  Request  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  and  District  Executive  Committees  to  provide  time  for  a 
Bible  study  to  interpret  this  goal. 

II.  SENSITIZE  LOCAL  CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP  TO  THE  SPECIAL  MINISTRIES  NEEDED  BY  WOMEN, 
CHILDREN,  AND  THE  WHOLE  FAMILY,  AND  PROVIDE  OPPORTUNITIES  THROUGH  WHICH  WE  AS 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  MAY  SERVE  IN  SUCH  MINISTRIES;  THIS  GOAL  TO  BE  GIVEN  EM- 
PHASIS THROUGH  THE  QUADRENNIUM  AND  TO  BE  IN  FULL  ACTION  BY  DECEMBER  1984. 

1.  Urge  Local  Units  to  use  the  leaflet  "Ministries  to  Women  and  Ministries  to  Children"  (free  for  postage 
from  Service  Center). 

2.  Request  District  Executive  Committees  to  research  the  needs  of  women,  children,  and  the  entire  family 
to  determine  where  special  ministries  are  needed. 

3.  Encourage  Local  Units  to  facilitate  the  development  of  these  needed  ministries  through  regular  Church 
channels  such  as  Council  on  Ministries,  Commission/Work  Areas  on  Christian  Social  Concerns,  a Family 
Life  Coordinator,  etc. 

4.  Encourage  Local  Units  (singly  or  in  clusters)  to  research  and  develop  a list  of  services  available  within  the 
immediate  or  nearby  community  to  which  referrals  can  be  made  for  special  help,  with  results  to  be  compiled 
and  distributed  by  District  Mission  Coordinators  for  Supportive  Community. 

5.  Encourage  Local  Units  to  join  with  other  members  of  the  Local  Church  as  volunteers  in  community  services 
such  as  meals  on-wheels,  family  counseling  centers,  rehabilitation  centers,  ministries  to  persons  with  handi- 
capping conditions,  and  newly-developed  services. 

6.  Schedule  a Christian  Social  Involvement  Conference  Workshop  including  the  emphases  of  this  goal  and 
sponsored  by  Women's  Division  - November  1981. 

7.  Encourage  CSI  Workshop  participants  to  sponsor  a planned  event  within  their  Districts  by  December  1982 
to  share  knowledge,  skills  and  insights  gained  at  the  Conference  Workshop. 

III.  HAVE  A CONFERENCE  LEGISLATIVE  WORKSHOP  IN  THE  SPRING  OF  1982  WITH  REPRESENTA- 
TIVES FROM  AT  LEAST  72  LOCAL  UNITS  PARTICIPATING,  TO  BE  FOLLOWED  BY  APPROPRIATE 
ACTION  BY  DISTRICT  AND  LOCAL  UNITS. 

1.  Require  advance  preparation  by  participants  according  to  guidelines  provided  by  the  Committee  on  Leg- 
islative Concerns.

Evaluations  from  local  units  indicated  that  the  Sunday  Celebration  was  found  to 
be  most  helpful  in  the  1981  Membership  Emphasis.  (See  Mary  Lou  Blakeman's 
article  on  the  next  page,  as  reprinted  from  the  November  1981  RESPONSE.) 

Following  are  some  suggestions  for  the  1982  observance: 

1.  Have  United  Methodist  Women  as  visible  as  possible  at  the  Church  Ser- 
vice. Consult  your  Minister  concerning  participation  in  the  Church 
Service  on  that  Sunday,  then  refer  to  the  Council  on  Ministries  concern- 
ing details. 

2.  UMW  preside  or  take  part  in  the  Service  such  as  reading  the  scripture, 
giving  the  prayer,  leading  the  responsive  reading,  etc. 

3.  Allow  one  member  to  give  a three  to  five  minute  talk  on  "What  UMW 
Means  to  Me"  or  about  "UMW"  in  general.  This  could  include  invitation 
to  non-members  to  join.  Sit  together  during  the  Service. 

4.  Present  a Special  Mission  Recognition  Pin  (during  the  Service)  to  your 
Pastor  or  to  a special  member. 

5.  Secure  a woman  speaker  for  the  Service. 

6.  UMW  serve  as  greeters,  ushers,  and  in  taking  collection  during  the  Service. 
Pin  contrasting  identifications  (name  tags)  on  members  and  non-members. 
Place  cards  in  pews  or  ask  at  registration  for  non-members  to  indicate 
interest  in  becoming  a part  of  UMW.  Follow  up  after  Service. 

7.  Place  posters  around  Church  showing  involvement  and  outreach  of  UMW. 

8.  Give  advance  announcement  of  this  Service  in  Church  Paper  or  News- 
letter prior  to  this  Sunday.  (Include  Purpose  of  UMW,  if  possible.) 

9.  Follow  up  with  your  Membership  Tea  or  some  form  of  fellowship  at 
this  time  that  would  be  helpful.  Check  your  1981  Membership  Emphasis 
Packet. 

10.  Use  the  Conference  Committee  theme,  "Share  your  light,  you  will  be  a 
blessing."  (See  Isaiah  42:6-7) 

11.  Distribute  leaflets  "Who  are  United  Methodist  Women?"  and  "20  Ques- 
tions" (free  for  postage  from  Service  Center). 

12.  Complete  Evaluation  form  included  on  the  next  page  of  this  newsletter, 
by  March  31,  1982,  and  mail  to  Conference  Membership  Chairperson, 
Fran  Hall,  1641  Avondale  Drive,  Baton  Rouge,  LA  70808,  with  a copy

What  will  the  mission  of  the  church  be  like  in  the  year  1990  or  the 
year  2000?  Mission  has  been  changing  for  a number  of  years.  Though 
the  basic  concept  of  mission,  to  show  Jesus  Christ  to  the  world,  is  ever 
the  same,  many  methods  which  the  church  has  used  in  the  past  must  be 
replaced  with  mission  which  recognizes  and  upholds  the  dignity  and  the 
hopes  of  persons  in  Third  World  Countries. 

World  Development  Workshops  seek  to  help  persons  in  developed 
countries  understand  the  needs  and  priorities  in  Third  World  countries. 
Many  international  agencies  such  as  agencies  of  the  United  Nations,  the 
World  Bank,  the  World  Health  Organization  have  been  using  the  devel- 
opment concept,  which  encourages  underdeveloped  countries  to  set 
their  own  priorities  for  development  and  then  to  proceed  with  pro- 
jects, usually  utilizing  their  own  leadership,  in  a way  that  benefits  the 
most  people. 

The  United  Methodist  Church  is  already  in  mission  in  the  developing 
countries  and  is  more  and  more  using  the  Development  concept  in 
many  areas  of  its  work,  including  literacy/education,  food  and  water 
supplies,  industry  and  technology,  and  service  to  refugee  communities. 

The  World  Development  Workshop  will  provide  plenaries  and  small 
group  meetings  on  education  and  literacy,  food  supplies  and  production, 
scientific  and  technological  development,  and  the  potential  for  develop- 
ment of  refugee  populations. 

Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Shamblin  will  open  the  Workshop  with  the  key- 
note address  on  the  "Biblical  Understanding  of  Mission"  on  Thursday 
evening.  On  Friday  morning,  Dr.  J.  Woodrow  Hearn,  a Methodist 
delegate  to  the  Fifth  Assembly  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches, 
will  lead  a plenary  on  the  work  of  the  Council  in  development.  Dr. 
Paul  Morton,  head  of  refugee  work  for  the  United  Methodist  Com- 
mittee on  Relief,  will  speak  on  the  needs  and  potentials  of  refugees 
throughout  the  world.

Darrell  Mount  of  Colorado  Springs,  and  Dr.  Reid  Grigsby,  retired  State 
Department  representative,  who  has  recently  returned  from  Sri  Lanka.

It  has  been  decided  that  we  will  again  use  our  "Mission  Candle"  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  We  are  going  to  light 
three  candles  this  year.  The  large  Heritage  Candle  that  we  have  been  using  will  still  be  used  as  a Memorial  to  those 
that  have  gone  on  before  us.  We  will  use  a smaller  one  on  the  left  for  those  who  are  presently  serving,  which  we  will 
call  "In  Honor."  The  candle  on  the  right  will  be  used  to  light  our  future  with  the  young  persons  in  our  families  that 
will  be  our  hope  for  the  future. 

Names  can  be  submitted  in  any  group  and  we  will  again  use  the  book  that  was  used  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting.

Beginning  with  a concern  and  commitment  of  Dr.  William 
H.  Patrick,  scientist  at  LSU,  an  exciting  project  was  begun 
with  support  around  Baton  Rouge  and  now  throughout  the 
state.  He  realized  that  the  best  way  to  combat  world  hunger 
was  to  educate  highly  qualified  people  who  would  be  in  a 
position  to  put  valuable  scientific  knowledge  to  work  in  their 
own  countries.  In  a special  project  at  LSU,  two  students  are 
engaged  in  advanced  studies  in  agriculture.  They  are  on  leave 
from  key  jobs  in  underdeveloped,  food-deficient  countries 
where  they  are  committed  to  working  with  their  respective 
governments  for  increased  food  production.  We  as  Louisiana 
United  Methodists  are  concerned  enough  to  help  them  elimi- 
nate the  root  causes  of  hunger.  Through  this  program,  we  can 
provide  an  opportunity  for  children  not  yet  born  to  mature 
in  health  and  self  respect. 


SPEAKER  FOR  ANNUAL  MEETING 


DR.  J.  HARRY  HAINES 


Dr.  J.  Harry  Haines  will  be  the  speaker  for  the  Ninth 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  United  Methodist  Women.  With  the 
advance  knowledge  that  Dr.  Haines  would  be  with  us,  the 
theme  for  this  meeting  was  very  wisely  selected-  - -"Called 
to  Grow  Into  a Global  Community."  Dr.  Haines  is  surely 
best  qualified  to  speak  to  this  topic  as  he  serves  as  the  chief 
executive  of  United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief  (UMCOR). 
He  administers  the  relief  and  rehabilitation  program  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  in  62  countries  overseas  and 
disaster  relief  within  the  United  States.  Contributions  to  this 
division  have  averaged  $10,000,000  annually.  These  funds 
are  expended  for  the  "relief  of  human  suffering  without 
regard  to  race,  color,  or  creed",  denominationally  and  inter- 
denominationally,  through  organizations  such  as  Church 
World  Service  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  UMCOR 
programs  encompass  a wide  variety  of  projects  in  the  areas 
of  relief,  rehabilitation,  refugee  resettlement  and  root  causes 
of  hunger. 

Dr.  Haines  was  educated  at  Western  Maryland  College, 
Westminister  Theological  Seminary  and  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary.  He  served  for  six  years  as  a missionary  to  China; 
ten  years  as  District  Superintendent  to  the  General  Malaysia 
District  and  three  years  as  Asia  Secretary  to  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  Commission  on  Inter-Church  Aid, 
Refugee  and  World  Service  prior  to  his  present  work  with 
UMCOR. 

He  is  the  author  of  several  publications,  the  latest  of 
which  will  be  published  in  September  of  this  year,  entitled, 
"Committed  Locally-Living  Globally."  He  will  speak  on  this 
topic  at  the  Friday  evening  Banquet,  and  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing his  subject  will  be  "A  World  Without  Hunger."

If  we  are  "Called  to  Grow  Into  A Global  Community,"  the  first  step  must  be  getting  to  know  the  rest  of  the 
world  more  intimately.

We  have  recently  experienced  the  inspirational 
season  of  celebrating  Christ's  birth,  been  called  to 
evaluate  our  work  of  the  past  year,  and  feel  inspired 
to  fill  each  new  day  of  life  with  service  to  our  Lord. 

My  heart  is  grateful  for  the  prayer,  study,  and 
action  programs  you  do  in  local  units.  Our  goals  tor 
the  new  year  have  been  prayerfully  drawn  to  guide  us 
in  worthwhile  programs.  I pray  God's  guidance  as  we 
try  to  implement  our  purpose  in  a spirit  of  unity. 
Surely,  the  peace  we  seek  globally  must  begin  in 
our  own  hearts  and  lives. 

Our  new  officers  have  received  help  and  inspira- 
tion from  Women's  Division  leadership  training. 
Jackie  Morgan,  Norma  Winegeart,  Wanda  Nelson,  and 
Taylor  Phillip  will  want  to  be  sharing  these  experiences 
with  us.

The  new  Charter  of  Racial  Policies  was  introduced 
at  the  Assembly  of  United  Methodist  Women  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  in  April  of  1978.  The  Charter 
was  ratified  by  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist 
Women  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  Baton  Rouge 
in  September  of  that  year.  Following  that  action,  the 
Charter  was  affirmed  by  all  of  the  nine  Districts  and 
many  local  units.  A Task  Force  of  the  Conference 
United  Methodist  Women  proceeded  with  plans  to 
implement  the  Charter.  This  Charter  was  also  accepted 
by  the  1980  General  Conference  of  the  United  Meth- 
odist Church  and  is  now  a policy  of  the  entire  Church. 

In  1981  a Standing  Committee  for  the  Implemen- 
tation of  the  Charter  of  Racial  Justice  Policies  was 
appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Con- 
ference UMW.  Members  of  this  committee  are:  Amy 
Ward,  Chairperson;  Estelle  Dameron,  Co-Chairperson; 
Winderlean  Lewis,  Willie  Mae  Kimbrough,  Mary 
Adele  Compton,  Elsie  Terral,  Maude  Harris,  Shirley 
Madden,  I del  la  Sims,  Sallie  Nash,  Erlene  Bradford, 
and  Nell  Read.  This  committee  has  prepared  a Book- 
let entitled,  "Opening  Doors  to  Racial-Ethnic  Under- 
standing." Members  of  this  committee  will  visit  all 
district  executive  committees  to  introduce  the  Book- 
let and  provide  copies  for  every  local  unit. 

This  Booklet  is  a reflection  and  action  guide  and 
was  developed  to  help  the  Charter  come  alive  for 
local  units  and  to  encourage  its  implementation.  It 
includes  a section  for  Bible  study  and  provides  basic 
background  information.  Suggested  programs,  ac- 
tivities, and  resources  included  in  this  Booklet  will  be 
helpful  to  all  local  units.  These  Booklets  will  be 
available  to  you  in  your  district  this  spring.

Ruth  is  a graduate  of  Shenandoah  Junior  College  and  Lebanon  Valley  College  and  has  taught  English  and  History 
in  junior  and  senior  high  schools.  She  has  also  taught  in  Conference  Schools  of  Christian  Mission.  Mrs.  Daugherty  has  served  her  church 
on  all  levels  - local,  district,  conference,  and  beyond.  She  was  a delegate  to  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences  in  1972,  1976, 
and  1980.  She  was  recently  elected  to  serve  in  this  capacity  at  the  1984  Conferences.  Ruth  has  attended  Assemblies  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women  and  the  World  Methodist  Conference.  She  has  traveled  extensively  in  Latin  America,  Asia,  Israel, 
India  and  China  in  her  work  for  the  church.  Louisiana  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  Ruth  Daugherty  with  us  as  our  speaker  for  this 
Centennial  Event! 


A TIME  FOR  CELEBRATION- 

COMMITMENT-CHALLENGE 

"The  Centennial  Era!"  The  words  have 
become  familiar  among  United  Methodist 
Women.  But  have  we  grasped  their  meaning? 
What  is  an  "era"?  It  is  a span  of  time 
marked  by  distinctive  character  and 
events.  Or  it  may  be  the  date  or  event 
forming  the  beginning  of  any  distinctive 
period.  In  the  case  of  United  Methodist 
Women,  the  Centennial  Era  covers  the  years 
between  1869  and  1893.  The  first  year, 
1869,  marked  the  founding  of  the  earliest 
of  the  national  societies  of  women  orga- 
nized for  mission  which  eventually  became 
United  Methodist  Women.  The  last  of  these 
organizations-the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church-was  formed  in  1893. 

Since  the  predecessor  organizations  to 
United  Methodist  Women  can  claim  no 
single  "birthday",  we  are  celebrating  a 
Centennial  Era.  The  period  of  celebration 
was  launched  at  the  Assembly  in  1982 
and  will  continue  through  the  1986  As- 
sembly. Midway,  during  this  four  year 
period,  The  United  Methodist  Church  will 
also  be  celebrating  the  200th  anniversary 
of  Methodism  in  America.  Local  units  of 
United  Methodist  Women  and  local  United 
Methodist  Churches  are  called  to  plan 
celebrative  experiences  in  recognition  of 
the  Centennial  Era  and  Methodist  Bi- 
centennial. 

The  theme  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  United  Methodist  Women  in  Louisiana, 
is  "Committed  to  Mission-Yesterday, 
Today,  and  Tomorrow."  It  signifies  the 
launching  of  the  celebration  of  the  Centen- 
nial Era  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  This 
special  time  of  remembering  our  heritage 
will  also  call  us  to  live  in  the  present  so 
that  we  may  claim  the  future. 

The  Centennial  Era  is  a time  to  CELE- 
BRATE and  REJOICE  in  the  contributions 
of  women  organized  for  mission  and  in  the 
accomplishments  of  women  in  general. 

It  is  a time  to  COMMIT  ourselves  to  the 
discipline  of  carrying  out  our  PURPOSE; 
of  expanding  our  Christian  witness  to 
women  and  children;  of  continuing  our 
advocacy  on  behalf  of  those  who  are  op- 
pressed and  dispossessed;  and  of  strength- 
ening our  dedication  through  prayer, 
Bible  study,  action,  and  giving. 

It  is  a time  for  accepting  the  CHAL- 
LENGE for  an  enlivened  and  more  lively 
spirit  in  the  organized  units  of  United 
Methodist  Women  at  all  levels;  for  in- 
creased understanding  of  the  potential 
and  unique  role  of  United  Methodist 
Women;  and  for  determination  to  move 
with  faith  and  courage  into  a new  century 
of  mission  and  ministry.

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This  is  a time  when  United  Methodist  Women  and  the  Methodist  Church 
at  large  are  observing  two  important  periods  in  their  history— The  Centennial 
Era  and  the  Methodist  Bicentennial.  On  such  occasions,  it  is  natural  and 
appropriate  to  honor  those  foremothers  and  forefathers  whose  vision, 
service,  and  Christian  commitment  established  the  heritage  which  we  now 
enjoy. 

It  is  equally  appropriate  that  we  should  honor  those  of  our  contempo- 
raries who  have  enriched  the  heritage  bequeathed  to  us  and  have  had  a part 
in  the  creation  of  the  history  which  we  shall  pass  on  to  the  next  generations.

mission  work  of  United  Methodist  Women  had  been  made  in  her  honor. 

In  addition,  Mrs.  Laskey  was  given  the  Valiant  Woman  Award  through 
Church  Women  United.  Dr.  Mildred  Feldman,  State  President  of  Church 
Women  United  in  Louisiana,  made  the  presentation,  which  carried  with  it 
a pin  and  a distinctive  red  and  gold  certificate.  The  Valiant  Woman  Award 
is  made  to  those  women  who  have  exhibited  leadership,  Christian  dedication, 
and  a willingness  to  take  risks  in  order  to  initiate  social  change.  Thus  United 
Methodist  Women  honored  one  of  its  own,  and  declared  its  support  for 
Church  Women  United  and  its  programs. 

Though  only  a few  make  the  contribution  Virginia  Laskey  has  made- 
and  continues  to  make-she  typifies  the  many  women,  who  serve-each  in 
her  own  place  and  in  her  own  way-helping  to  create  the  history  through 
which  they  are  living  and  which  will  become  the  heritage  for  the  future.

THE  CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION 

Since  you  may  remember  the  lovely  program  we  had  at  First  Church  Shreveport  in  1979 
celebrating  100  years  of  women  organized  for  mission  in  Louisiana,  this  current  Centennial 
Emphasis  may  be  confusing.  It's  like  this:  The  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women 
comprises  several  groups  from  former  organizations  which  came  into  existence  on  different 
dates.  So  we  cannot  designate  one  year  as  the  time  of  origin.  Thus  we  call  it  a Centennial  Era. 
Goals  have  been  set  to  strengthen  the  foundations  of  mission  outreach.  They  are: 

1.  Provide  resources  and  program  suggestions. 

2.  Increase  membership. 

3.  Annually  increase  mission  giving. 

4.  Increase  subscriptions  to  Response. 

Let  us  pray  together  that  this  will  be  a time  of  growth  and  spiritual  renewal  that  will  be  felt 
around  our  global  world. 

MISSION 

What  is  it?  Who  is  in  mission?  Once  we  thought  that  only  those  who  went  to  foreign  coun- 
tries to  tell  the  Good  News  of  Christ  could  be  missionaries.  Today  we  see  mission  in  a broader 
context.  Mission  is  spreading  that  good  news  everywhere  and  helping  all  people  to  share  in 
the  search  for  spiritual  qualities  that  make  us  whole  persons  through  Jesus  Christ.  So,  each 
of  us  is  in  mission,  praying,  studying,  giving,  serving  wherever  we  are.  Our  goals  are  to 
possess  the  inner  peace  that  comes  from  knowing  God  and  sharing  this  with  others. 

FINANCES 

We  are  in  mission  through  giving.  The  largest  percent  of  our  giving  goes  to  Women's  Division 
where  it  is  apportioned  as  to  need.  Some  of  it  is  used  to  fund  our  programs  in  Louisiana 
Conference.  This  is  called  Administration  and  Membership  Development.  This  is  an  important 
part  of  our  being  in  mission.  Funding  our  School  of  Christian  Mission,  Annual  Meeting, 
Retreat,  Leadership  Training,  and  many  more  important  aspects  of  our  conference,  district 
and  local  programs  is  an  ongoing  part  of  our  growth.  Your  elected  leaders  are  conscientious 
in  trying  to  be  accountable  for  the  funds  entrusted  to  us.  They  feel  they  are  in  mission 
giving  their  time  and  talents  to  strengthening  our  outreach  at  home  and  around  the  world. 
We  hope  your  local  unit  includes  A&MD  in  your  budget  annually. 

REGIONAL  SCHOOL 

Perhaps  you  have  wondered  what  it  is,  who  goes,  and  why.  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of 
Christian  Mission  is  an  opportunity  for  growth,  study,  and  training.  New  program  resources 
are  presented,  and  leaders  share  ideas  for  growth  and  development.  Conference  elected 
leaders  and  study  group  leaders  for  schools  are  required  to  attend  and  are  held  accountable 
for  bringing  back  to  conference,  district,  and  local  groups  the  knowledge  learned. 

EXCELLENCE  OF  STUDIES 

This  is  promoted  through  the  Coordinator  for  Christian  Global  Concerns  in  an  effort  to  help 
us  improve  the  quality  of  studies. 

READING  PROGRAM 

We  are  what  we  think!  If  we  fill  our  minds  with  quality  materials,  we  grow.  Let  us  expand 
our  horizons  by  reading  good  books.  Check  with  your  Coordinator  for  Christian  Personhood 
to  see  how  we  can  report  to  our  Reading  Program  on  an  individual  basis.  The  December 
issue  of  Response  gives  the  new  list  for  1984. 

Each  morning  when  I read  my  Bible,  Upper  Room  Disciplines,  and  Prayer  Calendar,  my 
prayers  include  petitions  that  we  may  be  more  effective  in  mission  to  God  and  to  our  fellow 
inhabitants  of  His  earth.

The  fourth  quarter  reports  have  been  completed  and  our  Conference  Treasurer,  Wanda  Nelson,  has  GREAT

ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  ONE  HUNDRED  WOMEN  IN  MISSION 

The  Women's  Division  will  publish  an  "encyclopedia"  of  one  hundred  women  in 
mission  as  part  of  the  Centennial  Era  observance.  As  local  units,  district,  conference 
and  jurisdiction  organizations  of  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  are  exploring 
their  histories,  new  names  and  not  previously  known  events  are  emerging.

It  would  be  such  a wonderful  sense  of  history  if  each  unit  took  this 
opportunity  seriously  and  had  women  included  in  this  Louisiana  book.

The  new  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  policies  was  published  by  the  Women's 
Division  Board  of  Global  Ministries  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  April, 
1978.  In  February,  1982,  a Conference  Committee  on  the  Implementation  of 
the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies  was  established  by  the  United  Methodist 
Women's  Conference  of  Louisiana.  The  committee  adopted  the  following  goals 
in  April,  1982:  (1)  to  help  the  Charter  to  come  alive  for  local  units  of  United 
Methodist  Women  and  to  encourage  its  implementation;  (2)  to  encourage  local

units  of  United  Methodist  Women  to  serve  as  catalysts  in  motivating  local  churches 
to  become  aware  of  the  Charter,  and  to  promote  its  implementation  through  such 
groups  as  the  Council  on  Ministries,  work  areas,  and  administrative  boards; 
(3)  to  continue  the  promotion  of  the  implementation  of  the  Charter  in  district 
and  conference  organizations  of  United  Methodist  Women;  and  (4)  to  cooperate 
with  conference  boards,  commissions,  and  committees  in  promoting  the  concerns 
of  the  Charter,  especially  through  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  and 
the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church  Special  Ministries. 

The  by-word  of  the  booklet  printed  on  the  cover  reads:  "We  Though  Are 
One  in  Christ"  motivated  the  committee  to  develop  its  contents.  The  purpose 
of  the  booklet  is  to  provide  basic  information  and  suggested  activities  which 
local  units  of  United  Methodist  Women  can  utilize  as  they  seriously  endeavor  to 
take  steps  toward  the  implementation  of  the  Charter.  The  suggestions  outlined 
in  the  booklet  are  intended  to  encourage  the  development  of  more  creative 
plans  and  approaches  to  racial-ethnic  understanding  throughout  the  conference. 

The  material  was  organized  to  include  the  following:  (1)  the  Biblical  basis 
and  theological  perspective;  (2)  material  for  prayer  and  meditation;  (3)  Jesus  the 
man;  (4)  ethnic  heritage;  (5)  statements  of  inclusiveness;  (6)  definitions;  (7)  out- 
line of  the  charter  contents;  (8)  program  suggestions  for  local  units;  (9)  a test 
on  prejudice;  and  (10)  a section  on  resources.  The  section  on  resources  is  con- 
stantly being  updated  and  addendums  will  be  distributed. 

As  we  study  and  use  the  booklet  in  UMW  activities,  let  us  look  at  Jesus. 
He  was  born  in  a world  peopled  with  prejudices  of  all  types,  but  he  did  not 
exhibit  a trace  of  it.  Those  who  stand  on  the  side  of  Jesus  Christ  stand  with  all

I am  sure  it  was 
the  prayer  you  sent  along 
with  them. 

Please  con- 
tinue to  keep  us  in  your 
prayers  during  these  difficult 
times.

They're  going  to  Anaheim,  8600  women  strong,  next  April  - but  not  for  Mickey  Mouse! 
'They'll  be  climaxing  a four-year  observance  of  United  Methodist  Women's  first  100  years. 
And  they'll  be  challenged  to  follow  Christ  into  a future  filled  with  justice,  peace,  unity  and 
hope. 

The  1986  Assembly  of  United  Methodist  Women  will  open  at  the  Convention  Center  with 
a salute  to  "100  women  in  mission."  A number  of  honorees  will  march  in  procession  with 
directors  of  the  Women's  Division,  guests  from  overseas  and  representatives  of  denominational 
women's  organizations. 

The  opening  night  worship  will  "hallow  the  past,  sanctify  the  present  and  move  into  the 
future  with  faith." 

Any  United  Methodist  Woman  is  eligible  to  attend  the  assembly  but  seating  in  the  Convention  Center  is 
limited  to  8600.  Deadline  for  Conference  registrations  is  February  1 and  individual  reservations  by  March  1. 

Purpose  of  the  quadrennial  gathering  is  to  bring  together  members  of  United  Methodist  Women  from  all 
areas  of  the  church  and  society,  to  confront  them  with  areas  of  critical  need,  to  challenge  them  to  responsible 
action  and  to  achieve  a sense  of  unity  in  worship  and  mission. 

Hailed  as  a "window  on  the  future,"  the  event  is  to  move  from  celebration  of  a heritage  to  a new  vision  of 
what  faithfulness  in  mission  now  requires. 

One  panel  will  discuss  "Health  for  All  by  the  Year  2000"  and  a second  panel  will  consider  "A  World  in  Search 
of  Justice." 

A Nigerian  Methodist  theologian  (currently  studying  at  Harvard  Divinity  School)  will  lead  daily  Bible  study. 
Each  assembly  participant  will  receive  in  advance  a study  book  which  raises  some  critical  questions  confronting 
Christians  worldwide.

Saturday  night's  entertainment  will  be  provided  by  a Los  Angeles  based  arts  organization  featuring  music 
and  dance  celebrating  the  many  colors  of  American  culture.  Three  bishops  will  participate  in  the  closing  Sunday 
morning  worship  and  communion  service.  Music  will  be  an  important  part  of  Assembly  and  participants  are  being 
offered  seventy  six  interest  groups.

MISS  ELLA  KEENER  HOOPER 


MISS  WILHELMINA  HOOPER 


Miss  Ella  Keener  Hooper  was  appointed  to  the  French 
Mission  Field  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South  in  1917;  was 
commissioned  a deaconess  in  1919.  She  visited  the 
communities  of  Terrebonne  and  Lafourche  Parishes 
working  with  the  Sunday  Schools,  organizing  new 
ones  and  establishing  women's  missionary  groups. 
In  1922,  the  MacDonell  French  Mission  School  was 
built  in  Houma  offering  a full  curriculum  for  elementary 
and  high  schools.  Miss  Hooper  served  as  director 
from  its  founding  until  1949. 

In  1932,  she  started  work  in  Dulac  with  the  Indians. 
Her  sister.  Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper,  was  the  mainstay 
of  this  work.  Miss  Ella  was  associated  with  Dulac 
until  1951. 

MacDonell  Methodist  Center  was  a twenty-four  hour 
child  caring  center  and  school  primarily  for  the  French, 
Spanish  and  Indian  children  whose  families  lived 
along  the  bayous.  They  were  provided  a home  and 
school  along  with  love,  understanding,  compassion 
and  security. 

The  work  has  changed  through  the  years  as  needs  have 
changed  and  today  is  MacDonell  United  Methodist 
Children's  Services,  Inc. 

Miss  Ella  died  in  Rosedale,  Louisiana,  on  June  28, 
1967. 

Another  sister,  Miss  Ora  Hooper,  served  in  various 
places,  but  mostly  at  the  Methodist  school  in  Vashti, 
Georgia. 


Dulac  Community  Center  was  the  second  Home 
Missions  Project  in  Louisiana  to  grow  out  of  the 
concern  of  Miss  Ella  Hooper  for  the  needs  of  people. 
Indians  were  not  allowed  to  attend  schools  for  white 
children  and  attempts  to  enroll  them  in  schools  for 
Negro  children  or  in  schools  of  their  own  did  not 
succeed.  This  school,  at  Dulac,  was  the  first  educa- 
tional venture  to  succeed  with  the  Indians  in  this 
area. 

MISS  WILHELMINA  HOOPER  left  her  home  in 
Rosedale  and  journeyed  into  the  swamps  of  south 
Louisiana  in  1932  to  teach  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  an  exploited  and  uneducated  group  of  people. 
She  said,  "My  first  class  consisted  of  about  75  pupils, 
all  first  graders,  because  none  of  them  had  ever  been 
to  any  type  of  school  before."  The  Choctaw,  Houma 
and  Cherokee  Indians  welcomed  her  to  their  village. 
Miss  Hooper  was  small  of  stature,  spoke  softly,  almost 
shyly,  with  a French  accent  and  her  skin  was  tanned. 
"Miss  Hoppy"  taught  at  Dulac  until  the  Terrebonne 
Parish  School  Board  admitted  the  Indian  children 
into  the  public  schools  in  1954.  Dulac  then  became  a 
community  center  with  a kindergarten,  visitation, 
teenage  and  craft  programs.  Miss  Wilhelmina  retired 
in  1965.  The  Indians  of  the  area  will  always  be  thank- 
ful for  the  stranger  who  appeared  in  their  midst  in 
1932. 

She  died  September  20,  1980.

100  Women  in  Mission 

Virginia  Davis  Laskey  was  born  in  Lumber,  Arkansas,  and  her  family  moved  to  Ansley,  Louisiana,  in  1902; 
then  into  Ruston  in  1921.  She  is  a graduate  of  Newcomb  College  in  New  Orleans.  Taught  school  one  year,  then 
married  Glenn  E.  Laskey  and  moved  to  Wichita  Falls,  Texas.  She  soon  became  a circle  leader  in  the  Missionary 
Auxiliary  there  and  thus  began  her  long  love  and  service  to  women's  work  in  the  church.  Returning  to  Ruston  in 
1933,  she  was  soon  elected  President  of  the  local  Missionary  Society.  In  1939,  she  was  elected  Conference  Re- 
cording Secretary  and  in  1946  Conference  President,  an  office  she  held  for  eight  years.  In  1956  she  was  elected 
to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  in  1964  she  was  made  President  of  the  Woman's  Division.  . . 
which  she  described  as  rewarding,  difficult,  great  responsibilities,  many  decisions  and  a multiplicity  of  committee 
meetings. 

Virginia  made  several  overseas  trips  for  the  Board  of  Missions.  She  went  to  Brazil  and  Africa;  itinerated  40 
conferences,  attended  four  Jurisdiction  meetings  and  felt  the  Assembly  in  Portland,  Oregon,  was  a "high  point". 
She  was  a member  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and  represented  the  Methodist  Church  on  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  - one  of  only  five  women.  She  attended  meetings  in  Crete,  Geneva,  and  Upsala.  As  a delegate 
to  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  she  attended  meetings  in  Oslo,  London  and  Denver.  During  her 
term  as  President,  the  church  united  with  the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  and  the  women's  organizations 
were  united.  The  all  black  Central  Jurisdiction  was  dissolved  and  in  the  state  of  Louisiana  Conferences  A and  B 
were  united. 

In  appreciation,  many  honors  have  been  awarded  to  Mrs.  Laskey.  The  Women's  Division  funded  the  Virginia 
Laskey  Library  at  Scarritt  College  and  set  up  a $50,000  scholarship  fund  for  women  in  theology.  The  Louisiana 
Conference  presented  her  with  a sustaining  membership  (with  $1,000.00  going  to  missions  in  her  honor).  Mac- 
Donell  United  Methodist  Children's  Service  named  a new  cottage  in  honor  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laskey.  Centenary 
College  presented  an  honorary  degree.  The  Methodist  Children's  Home  in  Ruston  nominated  Mrs.  Laskey  to  the 
United  Methodist  Hall  of  Fame  in  Philanthropy,  to  which  she  was  inducted.  The  nomination  said,  "Virginia  Davis 
Laskey  has  given  freely  of  herself  and  her  resources  to  the  United  Methodist  Church  for  many  years  and  in  many 
ways.  She  has  served  her  local  church,  annual  conference,  the  national  structure,  represented  the  United  Methodist 
Church  in  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  She  was  an  outspoken  advocate 
of  a just  society  and  a racially  inclusive  church  at  a time  when  such  views  cost  her  personal  popularity  in  her  own 
church  and  community.  Mrs.  Laskey  has  spent  her  entire  life  living  the  Good  News!  She  has  not  been  content 
to  proclaim  it  in  words  only;  she  has  been  willing  to  back  up  her  claim  to  discipleship  with  all  her  resources.  In 
doing  so,  she  has  not  only  strengthened  the  work  of  her  church,  and  its  agencies,  but  has  proven  to  be  an  am- 
bassador of  good  will  to  people  wherever  she  has  gone." 

Surely  we  all  rejoice  with  this  great  leader  who  has  worked  among  us  and  rightfully  proclaim  her  "A  Woman 
in  Mission!" 


MRS.  HESTER  WILLIAMS 

Mrs.  Hester  Williams,  "Aunt  Hester",  was  a former  slave 
who  had  little  formal  schooling  yet  pioneered  in  the 
establishing  of  schools  for  women  and  girls  in  Baton 
Rouge,  Louisiana.  In  1882,  she  addressed  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  and  told  of  her  work  among  the 
freedwomen.  She  had  a missionary  hen,  Dorcus, 
which  produced  $8.00  for  missions,  and  a row  of  sugar 
cane  which  provided  $6.00.  This  $14.00  was  presented 
to  the  conference  as  a challenge  to  match  her  funds 
in  order  to  start  more  schools.  In  1886,  she  traveled 
to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  speak  to  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  to  plea  for 
funds  to  open  the  Hester  Williams  Industrial  Home 
in  Baton  Rouge.  She  was  given  $200.00.  She  was 
instrumental  in  starting  five  schools  in  her  home 
in  addition  to  the  Hester  Williams  Industrial  Home. 
These  schools  taught  Bible,  Catechism  and  sewing. 
She  traveled  on  horseback,  wagon,  mule,  train,  foot 
and  by  boat  to  start  schools  in  at  least  seven  other 
communities.  She  served  the  Louisiana  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  as  a member  of  the  Bureau 
of  Young  People's  Work. 


MRS.  JENNIE  HARTZEL 

In  1876,  Mrs.  J.  C.  (Jennie)  Hartzel  began  work  among 
the  freedwomen  in  New  Orleans.  She  was  the  super- 
visor for  Mrs.  M.  A.  Ryder.  In  1878,  Mrs.  Hartzel 
sent  a letter  to  the  Methodist  in  Chicago  and  the 
Northwest  setting  forth  a plan  to  aid  the  freedwomen 
in  Louisiana.  As  a result,  monies  were  collected  and 
she  was  able  to  fund  four  lady  missionaries.  In  1879, 
she  funded  seven  missionaries,  three  schools,  and  five 
industrial  schools  for  women  and  girls.  She  was  a 
pioneer  in  home  missionary  work.  Her  program  of 
assistance  became  a model  of  what  could  be  done 
at  home  for  the  spiritual  and  temporal  care  of  women 
and  children.  Mrs.  Hartzel  was  privileged  to  address 
the  organizational  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  meeting  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
in  1880.  Her  report  was  helpful  in  getting  General 
Conference  approval  for  such  an  organization.  Jennie 
served  as  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Louisiana 
for  three  years.  On  January  22,  1881,  she  presented 
this  new  organization  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference for  ratification.

The  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  is  conducting  nine 
consultations  around  the  world  in  the  process  of  developing  a 
statement  on  theology  of  missions  for  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  that  is  faithful  to  the  biblical  witness  and 
Wesleyan  tradition  and  responsive  to  God's  action  in  the  present 
global  context.  One  of  these  nine  consultations  will  be  held  in 
Memphis,  Tennessee,  January  27-29,  1986.  Our  own  Amy  Ward 
of  New  Orleans  will  chair  this  Memphis  consultation.  Amy  is  a 
member  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  is  serving 
her  second  quadrennium  on  this  Board.  She  stated  that  she 
felt  these  consultations  provided  a good  opportunity  for  dia- 
logue. Other  women  from  Louisiana  who  have  been  invited 
to  attend  this  meeting  are  Inez  Chrisentery,  Marta  Sanfiel, 
JoAnn  White,  and  Norma  Winegeart.  Several  men  and  other 
clergy  are  also  invited.

Concern  for  the  poor,  the  powerless,  and  the  hungry  is  a recurrent  theme 
throughout  the  Bible.  John  Wesley  asked,  "Were  you  a general  benefactor 
to  mankind?"  Even  today  with  our  increased  abilities,  knowledge,  and 
concern,  it  is  estimated  that  more  than  one  billion  people  continue  to 
suffer  from  hunger  and  poverty. 


In  this  country  and  in  countries  abroad  there  are  hungry  people;  most  of 
them  are  women  and  children.  There  are  children  suffering  from  mal- 
nutrition and  from  ill  health  associated  with  hunger.  In  America,  hunger 
is  getting  worse,  not  better. 

The  Offering  collected  at  the  1986  School  of  Christian 
Mission  will  be  used  for  projects  related  to  the  three  studies: 

Technology  in  Tension  with  Human  Values 
Suffering  and  the  Christian  Community  of  Faith 
Crossroads  in  Southern  Asia 


With  all  of  our  technology,  we  have  the  ability  to  feed  and  provide  clean 
water  for  all  the  people  in  the  world;  but  we-as  a global  community-do 
not  have  the  commitment.  Wesley  urged  Methodists  to  be  concerned 
about  both  the  invisibility  and  the  causes  of  hunger.  We,  as  United 
Methodist  Women,  can  work  to  feed  the  hungry  and  in  so  doing  alleviate 
some  of  the  suffering  in  the  world. 

Southern  Asia  is  certainly  another  area  of  the  world  where  programs 
designed  to  reduce  hunger,  to  feed  people,  and  to  educate  mothers  about 
health  and  nutrition  are  much  needed. 


There  are  several  good  programs  that  will  be  appropriate  recipients  of  our 
offering,  such  as  the  Cookson  Hills  Center  in  Oklahoma;  the  Baramati 
Agricultural  Trust  in  the  State  of  Maharastra,  India;  and  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Food  Coalition. 

Our  efforts  are  only  a small  portion  in  a world  of  great  need.  But  we  have 
to  go  forth  in  faith  that  these  beginnings  can  be  multiplied.  God  has 
called  us  to  work  for  his  Kingdom  on  earth.  Let  us  all  respond  to  God's 
love  by  giving  to  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  offering  to  answer  the 
desperate  needs  of  others  of  His  children.

1986  DESIGNATED  AREAS  OF  STUDY 

"Technology  in  Tension  with  Human  Values"  is  the  general  theme 
developed  by  the  Program  Committee  on  Education  for  Mission.  The 
purpose  of  this  study  is  to  help  Christians  become  more  faithful  disciples 
in  a technological  world. 

"Crossroads  in  Southern  Asia"  is  the  geographical  theme  for  this  year. 
Its  purpose  shall  be  to  assist  Christian  persons  in  North  America  to 
understand  the  history  and  culture  of  the  peoples  of  Southern  Asia 
(India,  Sri  Lanka,  Nepal,  Pakistan,  Bangladesh),  to  appreciate  their 
unique  contributions  to  society  and  to  world  culture,  to  explore  the 
significant  issues  which  affect  the  world  today  particularly  our  common 
struggles  with  injustice  and  poverty,  and  to  discover  ways  to  be  partners 
in  God's  mission  for  today's  challenges. 

"Suffering  and  the  Christian  Community  of  Faith"  is  the  spiritual  growth 
theme.  The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  provide  a context  for  looking  at 
suffering  in  ways  that  will  be  helpful  to  persons  coping  with  suffering 
in  daily  life.  It  recognizes  that  1)  the  question  of  why  there  is  suffering 
in  the  world  is  impossible  to  answer;  2)  individual  and  society  are  so 
interrelated,  the  suffering  of  one  can  never  be  entirely  separated  from  the 
suffering  of  the  other;  and  3)  such  diverse  forms  of  suffering  as  illness, 
psychological  distress,  and  spiritual  depression  may  have  similar  physical 
symptons.  Emphasis  will  be  placed,  therefore,  on  how  we  might  under- 
stand and  work  with,  in  a faithful  way,  whatever  suffering  confronts  us. 
The  concept  of  "courage"  in  light  of  the  promises  of  God  as  discovered 
in  scripture,  will  be  the  central  focus  of  the  book.

Membership 
shall  be  determined  according  to  the  current  Conference  Annual  Report,  unless  corrections 
are  given  to  the  Conference  President  60  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  (Standing  Rules 
of  the  Organization.) 

Each  registered  guest  is  covered  by  insurance  from  the  time  of  departure  for  the  event 
until  arrival  at  home,  which  is  the  reason  that  everyone  attending  must  pay  the  registration 
fee.  The  insurance  fee,  cost  of  packets,  and  other  general  expenses  are  partially  covered  by 
this  fee.

NELL  HESTER  READ 


On  Thursday,  November  13,  1986,  our  Conference  lost  a beloved 
leader  with  the  death  of  Nell  Read  of  Farmerville.  Nell  had  served  as  Con- 
ference President  of  the  United  Methodist  Women  for  four  years  and 
during  that  time  her  method  of  "shared  leadership"  recognized  the  skills, 
knowledge  and  creativity  of  many  and  our  work  went  forward  as  a "mission 
team".  Her  life  and  her  witness  reflected  her  priorities:  to  put  God  first  in 
her  life  and  to  nurture  and  care  for  her  family.  Nell's  life  was  an  inspiration 
to  everyone  and  her  beautiful  spirit  was  a reflection  of  her  faith  and  joy  in 
service. 

Nell  was  a lifelong  resident  of  Union  Parish.  In  addition  to  her  U.M.W.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


1987  DESIGNATED  AREAS  OF  STUDY 

"Toward  Health  and  Wholeness''  is  the 
general  theme  developed  by  the  Program 
Committee  on  Education  for  Mission. 
The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  help  us 
become  the  persons  we  are  intended  to  be 
by  achieving  a deeper  understanding  of  the 
biblical  and  theological  concepts  of  health 
and  wholeness,  and  to  develop  an  awareness 
of  the  world  health  situation  and  alternative 
approaches  to  health  and  health  care  systems. 

"Peoples  and  Churches  of  the  U.S.S.R."  is 
the  geographical  theme  developed  by  the 
Program  Committee  on  Education  for 
Mission.  The  study  will  proceed  from  three 
basic  stances:  that  the  perspective  of  the 
study  will  be  the  church;  that  the  USSR 
society,  like  all  other  societies,  has  both 
positive  and  negative  aspects  to  it;  and  that 
the  desire  to  underscore  common  bonds 
among  people  will  be  the  key  in  the  materials. 

"The  Acts  of  the  Apostles"  is  the  spiritual 
growth  study  for  the  year.  It  was  developed 
by  the  Committee  on  Spiritual  and  Theolog- 
ical Concerns  of  the  Women's  Division. 
The  study  of  the  Book  of  Acts  offers  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  about  the  earliest  years  of 
the  history  of  the  church  as  a Spirit-led 
community  facing  questions  about  its 
identity  and  mission,  it  will  encourage 
us  to  contemplate  what  the  experiences  of 
the  earliest  Christian  community  may  teach 
us  about  the  nature  and  task  of  the  church 
today. 


As  we  apply  the  "Acts  of  the  Apostles"  to 
our  lives,  we  are  appreciative  that  God  has 
called  us  to  be  in  Missions  and  that  we  are 
playing  a part  in  restoring  wholeness  around 
the  globe. 

Bishop  Desmond  Tutu  quoted  an  appro- 
priate African  proverb  when  he  said,  "A 
person  is  a person  to  another  person." 
Adding  this  proverb  to  John  Wesley's  famous 
statement,  "The  World  is  my  parish,"  we 
think  of  the  restoration  around  the  world  as 
a personal  challengeand  respond  in  ourgiving. 

Our  offering  for  School  of  Christian  Mission, 
1987,  will  help  enable  the  Womens  Division 
to  send  appropriations  to  projects  such  as 
Shanta  Bhawan  Hospital  in  Nepal;  Hunger/ 
Poverty  Program  in  Appalachia;  Center  for 
Retarded  Children  Program  in  Chile;  Dulac 
Community  Center  here  in  Louisiana. 

When  we  respond  by  participating  in  the 
offertory,  it  is  possible  for  more  requests 
for  appropriations  to  be  answered.  It  is  in 
this  way  that  you  truly  make  mission  work.

In  its  most  recent  meeting  the  Women's  Division 
VOTED  "It's  the  Right  Choice  UNITED  METHODIST 
WOMEN"  as  the  theme  of  the  Division's  goal  of  increasing 
membership  to  1 .5  million  by  1990. 

APPROVED  the  Gospel  of  John  as  the  Spiritual  Growth  Study 
for  1992. 

GRANTED  a total  of  $882,247.24  for  Native  American 
Ministries,  programs  and  property  repair  and  maintenance  in 
five  states  and  a grant  to  United  Methodist  Women  in  the 
Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference.  DULAC  COMM- 
NITY  CENTER  will  receive  $56,000  for  a program  on  Child 
Advocacy. 

APPROVED  total  expenditures  over  $1.5  miilion  for  property 
improvement,  renovation,  and  new  construction  on  Women's 
Division  property  now  housing  National  Division  agencies. 

Dulac  Community  Center  was  given  $440,000  to  replace  the 
Center  Building  which  was  destroyed  by  Hurricane  Juan  in 
1985. 

ADOPTED  the  Division's  1988  budget  of  $1 8,573,298. 

VOTED  to  authorize  a "Campaign  for  Children  in  the  United 
States"  in  all  local  units  of  United  Methodist  Women,  beginning 
January  1,  1988.  Information  will  be  sent  to  all  local  unit 
presidents  and  special  resources  will  be  prepared. 

VOTED  to  establish  a new  Supplementary  Gift  Emphasis  for 
1989-1992,  "Hope  and  Wholeness  for  Children  and  Youth". 

This  will  focus  on  ministries  with  young  people  from  8 to  18 
years  of  age  in  the  United  States  and  other  countries. 

VOTED  to  initiate  conversations  with  the  General  Board  of 
Discipleship  regarding  cooperative  efforts  on  behalf  of 
missionary  education  of  children  and  youth;  also  to  initiate 
conversations  with  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education 
regarding  resuming  functions  related  to  student  work,  as 
requested  by  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

VOTED  to  hold  the  1994  Assembly  of  United  Methodist 
Women  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  April  28  — May  1.

-NATIONAL  SEMINAR  - 

The  theme  of  National  Seminar,  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  was  "Faithful  Action:  Joyful  Living."  The  Louisiana  Conference  had 
three  delegates  representing  local,  district,  and  conference  levels  of  the  United  Methodist  Women.  Phyliss  Wilbert,  of  Plaquemine, 
an  active  member  of  her  local  church;  Constance  Handy,  District  Program  Resource  Secretary  for  the  Lake  Charles  District;  and 
Betty  Ferrington,  Conference  Vice  President  of  Walker.  There  were  347  other  participants,  20  Plenary  Session  leaders,  and  25  Action 
Group  leaders  representing  the  continental  U.  S.,  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

The  program  of  the  seminar  was  designed  to  achieve  the  theme  mentioned  above  by  giving  the  participants  the  opportunity  to 
experience  God  as  the  center  of  joyful  living;  explore  Biblical  and  theological  foundations  which  motivate  United  Methodist  Women 
to  lives  of  faith  and  action;  experience  spiritual  disciplines  that  give  direction  and  strength  to  act;  celebrate  the  fact  that  there  is  joy 
in  faithful  action  and  that  we  can  make  a difference;  learn  advocacy  skills;  develop  action  projects  around  issues  of  racial,  economic 
and  global  justice  and  the  issue  of  peace;  and  then  to  implement  models  at  the  local,  district,  and  conference  levels,  enabling  all  of  us 
to  take  risks  within  a caring,  supportive  community. 

Daily  Plenary  sessions  were  held  about  the  needs  and  sufferings  of  mankind,  specifically  women  and  children,  in  places  such  as 
Hawaii;  the  Appalachian  region;  Tempe,  Arizona;  Follette,  Texas;  Mexico  City;  New  York;  the  Philippines  and  Washington,  D.  C.  A 
few  of  the  topics  discussed  in  the  plenary  sessions  were  the  plight  of  the  farmers  and  the  misuse  and  abuse  of  our  land,  peaceful 
protest  of  the  transportation  of  nuclear  weapons  and  warheads  through  communities,  the  financing  of  arms  and  ammunition  in  South 
America  which  are  used  to  promote  devastation,  the  perpetration  of  subtle  racism  in  America  today,  exploitation  of  women  and 
young  girls  in  Philippine  factories,  and  the  Arms  Deal  to  the  Contras  in  Central  America. 

Participants  were  involved  in  action  groups,  in  addition  to  Bible  study  and  daily  plenary  sessions.  These  groups  were  appropriately 
named  action  groups  because  they  involved  hands  on  activities  to  acquire  knowledge,  skills,  and  action  plans  on  a variety  of  timely 
topics.  Learning  advocacy  skills  in  the  areas  of  constituency  education,  community  action  and  public  policy,  developing  action  projects 
around  issues  of  racial,  economic  and  global  justice  and  peace,  and  implementing  the  action  models  at  the  local,  district,  and  conference 
levels  were  achieved  in  the  dynamic  action  groups  of  the  seminar.  A few  of  the  action  groups  provided  were:  Hunger,  Hope  and 
Justice  in  Southern  Africa;  Peace  with  Justice  Programming;  Women:  Planning  for  the  Future;  Immigration  and  Racism;  and  Women  in 
Politics:  An  Introduction.  There  was  a facilitator  and  resource  person  in  each  group  in  addition  to  the  participants,  who  represented 
different  parts  of  the  United  States  and  all  levels  of  involvement  with  United  Methodist  Women. 

My  action  group,  Women  in  Politics:  An  Introduction,  showed  me  various  ways  of  being  politically  involved  - from  the  grass 
roots  level  to  running  for  office. 

Each  of  us  returned  to  our  families  and  hometowns  changed,  after  attending  National  Seminar.  Each  of  us  realized  that  there 
was  definitely  more  work  to  be  done  by  us  at  our  various  levels  of  involvement  with  United  Methodist  Women.  Now,  we  had  ex- 
perienced the  meaning  of  "Faithful  Action:  Joyful  Living,"  and  we  knew  our  task  would  be  to  share  this  new  knowledge  and  wonder- 
ful experience  with  you,  in  our  own  way. 


The  purpose  of  the  Reading  Program  for  United  Methodist 
Women  is  to  encourage  them,  through  reading,  to  become 
informed,  sensitive  to  all  human  beings,  to  be  alert  and 
knowledgeable  about  issues,  educated  and  trained  for  involve- 
ment in  Christian  mission,  and  be  aware  of  what  one  is  and 
what  one  can  do  through  self-  understanding. 

To  participate  in  the  Reading  Program,  select  books  from 
the  list  determined  by  the  Women's  Division.  (See  Reading 
Program  1988  issue.) 

I've  selected  one,  book  listed  under  Christian  Personhood 
to  give  you  highlights:  ~ 

Title:  "Emotions,  Guide  for  Today’s  Woman”. 

This  book  deals  with  emotions.  What  is  an  emotion?  The 
author  describes  it  as  a feeling  inside  of  us  such  as  love,  anger, 
and  joy.  An  individual  acts  differently  in  each  situation;  much 
depends  on  how  we  identify  what  we  feel.  These  emotions  are 
distinguished  at  a very  early  age;  very  often  anger  is  identified 
with  hate.  Feelings  have  names  and  causes  and  sometimes  even 
action  associated  with  them.  The  capacity  to  think  about  our 
emotions  also  improves  our  ability  to  control  them.  Emotions 
may  be  used  constructively  or  destructively.  There  are  both 
constructive  and  destructive  ways  to  handle  our  emotions. 

I challenge  you  to: 

Read  this  book.  It  tells  how  to  control  our  actions;  how 
to  live  creatively  with  our  feelings;  to  discover  more  pleasure 
and  overcome  troubles;  how  to  improve  our  relations  with 
others;  and  to  help  us  learn  more  about  ourselves.

• Christian  nurture  materials  were  published  and  used  by  the 
United  Methodist  Church  in  the  Philippines. 

• Sections  of  "Response"  were  recorded  on  cassette  tape  for 
the  visually  impaired  members  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

• Two  filmstrips  were  mailed  to  each  local  unit  president 
regarding  undesignated  giving. 

• Church  Women  United  received  its  annual  grant  to  continue 
its  important  ecumenical  program  with  women. 

• Five  Regional  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  and  twelve 
Christian  Disciplines  workshops  were  held. 

• Ninety-one  retired  missionaries  and  deaconesses  enjoyed 
living  at  Brooks-Howell  Home,  Asheville,  North  Carolina. 

Your  undesignated  giving  touched  the  lives  of  many 
persons  around  the  world.  The  good  news  of  the  gospel  was 
shared  through  preaching,  loving,  healing,  teaching  and 
ministering  to  the  needs  of  many  of  God's  children.

$4,956,291  or  52%  of  the  giving. 

"The  Women's  Division  challenge  to  raise  undesignated 
giving  to  $24  million  by  1990  presents  a special  opportunity 
for  us  to  increase  our  giving,  so  that  our  United  Methodist 
Women's  mission  outreach  remains  strong  into  the  next 
century.  As  the  costs  of  missionary  and  mission  programs 
increase  dramatically,  our  continued  faithful  response  will 
enable  the  various  ministries  to  continue  to  reach  out  to 
God's  children  all  around  the  world."

A BUCKET  OF  WATER  FOR  DULAC 

Do  you  have  a bucket  of  water?  Can  you  create 
an  ocean  with  a bucket  of  water?  You  can't,  but  if 
all  of  us  combine  our  buckets  of  water  we  can  create 
an  ocean1  This  is  preciously  what  happens  when  we 
all  combine  our  undesignated  giving.  We  create  a 
vast  source  of  mission  funding.  When  all  of  the  73 
conferences  pour  their  buckets  of  water  together,  an 
ocean  floods  the  mission  field.  Our  undesignated 
givings  combine  to  create  this  ocean  of  undesignated 
funding  that  can  be  used  to  nuture  mission  all  over 
the  world. 

We  said  undesignated  giving  would  work  and 
an  article  from  "New  World  Outlook",  January 
1988,  details  the  work  at  Dulac  Community  Center 
in  Louisiana  with  the  Houma  Indians. 

"Though  United  Methodists  comprise  only  five 
percent  of  Terrebone  Parish,  their  mission  work  has 
had  a profound  effect  on  the  spiritual,  educational 
and  social  development  among  the  Houma.  Kirby 
Verret,  a Methodist  deacon,  says,  'Methodists  have 
been  the  ones  who  took  the  action  needed  to  improve 
life  for  the  Houma,  no  matter  how  unpopular  it  was 
with  others.  They  knew  what  the  need  was  and  they 
took  action'. 

The  Dulac  Community  Center  has  been  down  for 
a 'long  count,'  but  it  has  never  been  out.  Louisiana 
congregations  and  United  Methodist  Women  feel  a 
special  concern  for  the  Dulac  mission.  The  National 
Division  has  coordinated  efforts  to  help  Clanton 
Chapel  UMC  install  its  new  sewer  system  and  pro- 
vided staff  and  program  support  for  the  community 
center.  Once  the  sewage  system  is  in  place,  the 
Women's  Division  will  release  funds  fora  new  building 
for  the  center  built  on  pilings  that  will  make  it 
immune  to  most  flooding. 

The  people  of  Dulac  find  themselves  on  the  edge 
of  the  Bayou,  having  endured  hundreds  of  years  of 
neglect  and  prejudice.  The  promise  that  the  new 
community  center  holds  out  is  one  of  empowerment 
and  well-being  - spiritual  and  material.  The  people 
of  Dulac  are  optimistic  about  the  future.  The  re- 
opening of  the  community  center  in  1988  will  be  a 
springboard  for  greater  achievement,  they  say." 

When  Eva  Underwood  started  work  as  the  center's 
executive  director  last  June  1,  the  center  got  the  shot 
in  the  arm  it  needed  badly.  She  is  a Houma  Native 
American  who  grew  up  in  Dulac  and  was  educated  at 
the  United  Methodist  School  there.  To  gain  a high 
school  education,  she  had  to  leave  Louisiana.  Her 
high  school  studies  were  done  at  Vashti,  a United 
Methodist  Church  institution  founded  by  the  women 
of  the  church.  After  23  years  as  a public  school 
teacher,  she  has  returned  to  fulfill  a dream  to  work 
among  her  people. 

Eva  stated,  "I  know  the  Houma  people,  and  in  a 
sense,  I'm  related  to  all  of  them.  I know  their  needs 
and  hopes.  There  is  a real  sense  of  optimism  among 
our  people  that  the  center  will  be  back  on  its  feet 
soon.  In  the  meantime,  we'll  do  our  best  to  keep 
administering  the  programs  we  have  now." 

Dulac  does  not  need  a bucket  of  water  but  it 
does  need  a wave  from  our  ocean  of  undesignated 
giving.  Can  we  create  that  ocen  by  ourselves?  No,  and 
we  cannot  support  even  one  project  as  a conference, 
but  when  we  combine  our  undesignated  giving  with 
all  the  other  conferences,  we  can  support  mission 
projects  all  over  the  world.  Isn't  this  a part  of  the 
Good  News?

If  you 
cannot  participate  monetarily-be  with  us  in  Bible  $tudy  and  prayer 
through  the  month  of  October.  In  1987,  204  units  did  not  use 
this  channel  of  giving.  An  attitude  of  gratitude  to  thank  God  for 
His  graces  blesses  you  and  the  recipients  of  this  fund. 

Burely  you  have  all  seen  the  new  Gift  to  Mission  Cards 
available  through  your  district  treasurer.  Each  unit  needs  to  order 
these  to  have  on  hand  for  those  occasions  when  a little  something 
special  is  needed.  Remember  this  $5  gift  card  reaches  around  the 
world.  To  date,  452  Gift  to  Mission  cards  have  been  ordered  by  our 
units.  When  you  make  your  budget  for  1989,  include  $50  to  order 
10  cards.  As  a local  woman  needs  a Gift  to  Mission  card,  she  can 
buy  it  from  the  unit  instead  of  having  to  order  it. 

If  we  each  raise  our  pledge  and  use  the  "love"  channels  of 
$pecial  Mission  Recognition  Pin,  Gift  to  Mission  cards  and  World 
Thank-Offering  as  well  as  the  beautiful  Gift  in  Memory  cards,  we 
can  increase  the  conference  pledge  to  mission  more  than  $50,000  in 
1988.

From  Struggle  to  Hope:  Songs  for  Our  Time 


housing  - 


How  do  we  sing  new  songs  in  old  lands? 

How  do  we  sing  old  songs  in  new  lands? 

Myths  cloud  our  understanding  of  world  neighbors  block- 
ing channels  for  dialogue.  Our  faith  challenges  us  to  listen  to  the 
songs  and  stories  that  emerge  from  the  traditions  of  people  who 
struggle  to  live.  The  songs  of  the  ancient  Hebrews  bring  fresh 
understanding  of  what  it  means  to  live  faithfully  and  joyfully 
amidst  a world  in  conflict.  God's  faithful  response  to  this  hope 
calls  us  to  sing  new  songs  for  our  time. 

THE  PSALMS  IN  WORSHIP 

By  becoming  more  aware  of  the  many  ways  the  Psalms 
and  other  ancient  songs  offer  us  rich  resources  for  expressing 
our  love  of  God  and  for  calling  on  God  for  help,  we  can  expand 
our  own  ability  to  pray  and  offer  praise.  This  study  should 
advance  our  understanding  of  the  content  of  the  ancient  songs 
of  Israel  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the  work  of  the  musicians  and 
poets  who  composed  them.  Through  increased  understanding 
of  the  songs  as  they  were  used  in  ancient  Israel,  we  may  be  able 
to  hear  more  clearly  the  message  of  God's  glory  in  our  contem- 
porary acts  of  worship. 

THE  PHILIPPINES 

The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  involve  North  American 
Christians  in  a process  of  study  and  discovery  which  will  lead  to: 

• a deeper  understanding  of  the  Filipino  people  and  the 
critical  issues  facing  them  today; 

• recognition  of  our  own  involvement  in  Philippine 
history;  and 

• an  informed,  introspective  and  faithful  response  which 
relates  the  struggles  and  hopes  in  their  land  and  in  our  land, 
and  demonstrates  solidarity  with  them. 

THE  WORLD  OF  ISLAM 

This  study  will  provide  an  opportunity  for  North  American 
Christians  to  develop  a better  understanding  of  the  Muslim  faith 
and  the  World  of  Islam,  and  to  open  channels  for  dialogue 
between  Christians  and  Muslims.
